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ADULTERATION  AND  LEGISLATION. 

The  Bill  for  preventing  the  Adulterate  ^  Hides  of  Food  or  Drink  (prepared  and 
brought  in  by  Mr.  Scholefield,  M ^ORGANICMr.  yillierSj  on  the  3lst  of  January, 
I860),  has  now  advanced  a  staged  deliquescent  crvimittee.  It  contains  a  preamble 
and  11  clauses,  which,  when  trans.issible  to  expose  them  tW,  crabbed,  legal,  re-iterative 
language  that  the  parliamentary  cm  in  a  pulverised  state  bet^onside'red  necessary  for

Every  dishonest  shopkeeper  who  knowingly  sells  any  ll-h  or  in  a  NJ  or  drink  con- 
taining any  ingredient  or  material  injurious  to  the  health  0?centrated  Wr,  or  who 
expressly  warrants  it  as.  pure  and  unadulterated,  knowing  it  tiT  p  f  a">ted,  will 
be  liable  to  be  brought  before  two  Justices  of  the  Peace,  sunima™  cove  ™*  S 
a  blank  number  of  pounds  and  shillings  (amount  not  yet  settled),  b  vapXrtokes*^ 
to  pay  all  costs.  If  convicted  of  a  second  similar  offence,  his  na  ^hich  is\.;  and 
crime  will  be  published  at  his  own  expense,  the  choice  of  the  advert.wg  medium 
being  left  to  the  "  two  Justices."  The  prosecutor  in  this  instance  will  be  the  pur- 
chaser, and  the  machinery  provided  to  aid  him  will  be  a  certain  number  of  public 
district  analysts,  appointed  by  vestries,  district  boards,  or  town  councils,  in  the  pro- 
portion of  one  or  more  to  each  borough.  These  analysts  must  possess  competent 
medical,  chemical,  and  microscopical  knowledge  5  and  be  furnished  with  convenient 
offices  and  proper  apparatus  out  of  the  rates  or  funds  applicable  to  the  better  local 
management  of  the  metropolis.  The  purchaser,  or  prosecutor,  when  he  brings  his 
adulterated  article  to  be  analysed,  must  pay  a  fee  of  not  less  than  two  shillings  and 
sixpence,  and  not  more  than  half-a-guinea,  which  sum  will  be  recoverable  from  the 
dishonest  shopkeeper  as  part  of  the  costs  of  the  prosecutioD.  The  certificate  of  the 
district  analyst  will  be  sufficient  evidence  to  sustain  a  conviction,  if  the  purchaser 
has  given  the  seller  or  his  servants  notice  that  he  intends  to  have  the  article  tested ; 
and  a  fair  opportunity  has  also  been  afforded  to  the  defendant  of  witnessing  the 
analysis.  An  appeal  is  provided  to  the  next  General  or  Quarter  Sessions  of  the 
Peace,  if  the  defendant  is  able  to  find  two  sureties,  and  enter  into  his  own  recog- 
nizances within  two  days  after  his  conviction  ;  and  the  time  for  this  appeal  is 
extended  if  the  conviction  has  taken  place  within  six  days  of  these  sessions.  The 
construction  of  the  words  in  the  Act,  "Articles  of  Food  or  Drink,"  is  very  broad, 
being  taken  to  include  all  eatables  and  drinkables  whatsoever  not  being  medical  drugs 
or  articles  usually  talcen  or  sold  as  medicines.  The  Act  is  not  to  interfere  with  the 
ordinary  weakening  of  Foreign,  British,  or  Colonial  spirits  with  water ;  and  it  is  to 
be  amended  so  as  to  take  in  the  rural  districts,  but  not  to  extend  to  Scotland  or 
Ireland. 

This  is  the  substance  of  this  Bill  as  it  stands  at  present,  with  only  a  third  of  its 
clauses  discussed,  and  the  question  is,  will  it  answer  the  purpose  for  which  it  is 
designed  ?  A  Committee  of  the  House  of  Commons  has  been  occupied  for  two 
sessions  in  investigating  the  subject  of  adulteration,  and  the  present  proposed  Act 
of  legislation  is  founded  upon  their  report.  Since  the  famous  analytical  articles  by 
Dr.  Hassell  in  a  contemporary,  there  has  been  a  little  too  much  readiness  to  see 
death  in  every  pot.  Chemical  analysis,  if  it  sometimes  brings  us  a  grain  of  arsenic, 
must  also  be  taken  with  a  grain  of  salt.  Its  reputation  for  thorough  reliability  has 
suffered  severely  in  the  hands  of  Professor  Taylor,  not  only  in  the  notorious  Palmer 
trial,  but  in  the  recent  case  of  Dr.  Smethurst.  Its  evidence  has  been  found  to  be 
worse  than  useless  in  a  court  of  law,  and  its  most  eminent  professors  have  exhibited 
a  very  undignified  spectacle  in  the  witness-box.  Their  science  has  failed  them  m 
their  sorest  need,  and  has  caused  them  to  speak  as  if  they  were  guided  by  no  defined 
principles  or  demonstrated  facts.  It  is  possible— in  fact,  it  may  be  taken  for  granted— 
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that  a  vast  quantity  of  adulterated  human  food  is  sold  in  the  Metropolis  and  through- 
out the  country.  When  cotton  is  fraudulent  ly  mixed  with  silk,  and  shoddy  with  wool ; 
when  black  leather  is  made  of  varnish^"*"*"* ~-  and  furniture  of  green  wood  ;  when 
ale-bottles  and  anchovy-pots  are  cou^ratificati01conjurinS  tricks,  to  hold  one-half 
of  what  they  appear  to  hold  ;  wk^  a  n,,™™,*,,^  yards'  length  are  "  warranted  " 
as  eighteen  yards,  and  nearly^  01  d  "JJJf ^  a  champion  of  light  weights  *  it 
can  hardly  be  supposed  tb^-'tCU.  In  addition  more  virtuous  than  its  neighbours. 
No  doubt  there  is  muclteftlli"  ad^ateiWJo'e  things  m0re  injurious  than  potatoes 
— perhaps  with  alurrjn  our  jKi.aris,  and  sulphate  of  copper;  much  chicory  adul- 
terated with  saw' '  .  _netian  red  ;  much  porter  and  stout  adulterated  with 
water,  sugar,  tvAio  S1X  yalum,  coculus  indicus,  grains  of  paradise  (or  rather  of  the 
other  extrerrft  lieces^omica,  and  sulphuric  acid;  and  much  tea  adulterated  with 
silkwonnjgd  g/6  w{jommittee  of  the  House  of  Common  may  tell  us  this,  as  we 
have  i  !  idred  times  before  ;  and  the  preparers  of  the  bill  may  also  inform 
U£J  SUi)SCri011^,a^jong  are  alWays  the  most  gross  in  the  poorest  neighbourhoods  ; 
but^ral  OCCasiO'machinery  of  the  Act  propose  to  remedy  these  evils  ?  If  Professor 
Tayloi>vp;||t  a  *s  not  *°  g°vern  a  jud§e  or  Jury>  now  ^ar  ought  the  "  two  Justices" 
to  be  guidt^  >y  parochial  analysts,  who  are  set  in  motion  by  something  more  than 
half-a-crown,  and  something  less  than  ten-and-sixpence  ?  If  the  poor  man  has 
enough  to  do  to  earn  his  bread,  how  is  he  to  advance  such  sums  as  these  (which  are 
large  to  him)  for  the  purpose  of  indulging  in  the  luxury  of  a  chemical  experiment  ? 
If  he  is  very  poor,  or  improvident,  his  provision  dealer  is  nearly  always  his  largest 
creditor ;  and  if  he  is  unable  to  find  the  money  to  balance  a  heavy  score,  he  is  not 
very  likely  to  appear  as  a  prosecutor.  The  very  food  he  consumes  is  bought  from 
hand  to  mouth,  and  when  a  dozen  hungry  children  are  waiting  for  the  loaf  of  bread, 
there  is  little  prospect,  adulterated  as  it  may  be,  that  it  will  be  given  up  for  a  moment 
to  the  parochial  analyst. 

Another  hitch  in  the  machinery  of  the  bill  will  be  found  in  the  legal  difficulty  of 
proving  a  guilty  knowledge  of  the  adulterations  on  the  part  of  the  seller.  The 
adulteration  (if  any)  of  most  articles  of  food  begins  and  ends  with  the  manufacturer. 
In  some  cases  the  fraud  is  even  more  remote,  and  the  raw  material  contains  the 
deleterious  substance.  If  a  gingerbread-nut  has  made  a  youthful  epicure  ill,  the 
indignant  father  will  procure  a  fellow  nut,  and  take  it  to  the  parochial  analyst.  The 
parochial  analyst  will  make  out  a  "  certificate"  against  the  pastry-cook,  who  will  shift 
the  blame  on  to  the  shoulders  of  the  maker,  who,  in  his  turn,  will  point  to  his  flour 
merchant, — a  firm,  perhaps,  in  some  part  of  America ;  and  his  ginger  importers, — a 
firm,  perhaps,  in  some  part  of  Asia.  Litigation  will  not  break  down,  if  it  is  properly 
pressed,  even  in  a  case  like  this,  until  it  has  inflicted  a  vast  amount  of  useless  expense 
and  annoyance.  The  lawyers  will  be  gratified  with  costs,  although  justice  may  not  be 
obtained,  and  this  is  a  result  in  which  the  bill  is  likely  to  prove  very  fruitful.  One 
rival  tradesman  may  set  the  clumsy  machinery  of  the  Act  in  motion  against  another, 
for  purposes  of  spite  and  self-interest,  but  the  poor  man — who  is  always  being  legis- 
lated for,  though  seldom  benefited — will  be  as  tongue-tied,  pocket-tied,  and  unpro- 
tected as  he  is  at  present. 

The  bill  is  framed  upon  the  social  reform-do-everything-for-everybody  principle, 
and  framed  by  unskilful,  though  well-meaning  draughtsmen.  In  their  anxiety  to 
introduce  more  government  and  more  police,  on  the  French  model,  they  forget  that 
the  rich  have  already  a  remedy  in  their  hands,  in  prosecution  by  indictment.  How 
little  this  remedy  has  been  used,  even  under  the  strongest  provocation,  is  shown  in 
the  increasing  spread  of  short  weights  and  short  measures.  If  no  proceedings 
are  ever  taken  where  fraud  can  be  so  easily,  so  cheaply,  and  so  clearly  proved  (as 
in  a  roll  of  ribbon  measuring  fifty  yards  and  sold  as  sixty)  without  the  aid  of  a 
public  officer,  how  many  convictions  of  dishonest  traders  shall  we  have  to  welcome 
should  this  bill  become  law,  under  all  the  uncertainty  and  disputes  of  chemical 
analysis  ?  Though  we  are  no  friends  to  adulteration  in  any  shape,  and  shall  always 
be  glad  to  aid  in  exposing  those  who  practise  it,  we  cannot  honestly  endorse  this 
bill,  in  the  form  it  is  likely  to  assume,  as  one  of  the  practical  legislative  successes  of 
the  session.

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QUANTITATIVE  ANALYSIS,  INORGANIC  AND  ORGANIC. 

Part  I.  INORGANIC—  Continued. 
The  preparation  of  efflorescent  and  deliquescent  crystals  in  a  state  fit  for  analysis  is 
rather  difficult;  it  is  obviously  inadmissible  to  expose  them  to  the  air;  they  must,  therefore,  be 
deprived  of  their  water  by  pressing  them  in  a  pulverised  state  between  folds  of  bibulous  paper 
until  there  is  no  longer  any  signs  of  moisture  on  the  latter.  Substances  which  will  not  bear  a 
h,gh  temperature,  even  that  of  212°,  without  decomposition,  are  placed  in  a  watch-glass,  or 
^  small  dish,  or  in  a  shallow  vessel  con- 

taining concentrated  sulphuric  acid, 
standing  on  the  plate  of  an  air-pump, 
the  whole  is  then  covered  with  a  re- 
ceiver, and  the  air  exhausted  ;  a  libe- 
ration of  aqueous  vapour  takes  place 
from  the  substance,  which  is  rapidly 
condensed  by  the  sulphuric  acid  and 
its  place  supplied  by  fresh  moisture  : 
this  is  in  its  turn  condensed,  and  thus 
the  process  goes  on,  the  aqueous  va  - 
pour travelling  from  the  substance  to 
the  acid  till  it  is  completely  dried. 
This  elegant  method  of  drying  is 
particularly  adapted  to  organic  sub- 
stances. 

The  desiccation  of  these  substances  may  likewise  be  effected  without  the  employment  of  the 
air-pump.  Thus  the  body  to  be  dried  may  be  suspended  in  a  watch-glass  from  a  small 
support  over  the  surface  of  sulphuric  acid  contained  in  a  beaker,  as  shown 
in  fig.  6  ;  the  edge  of  the  beaker  is  ground,  so  that  it  may  be  closed  accu- 
rately with  a  ground  glass  plate ;  in  the  centre  of  which  there  is  a  hole, 
through  which  a  cork  is  inserted,  and  from  which  the  support  hangs. 

Another  method  which  may  be  adopted  is  to  place  the  acid  and  the  sub- 
stance to  be  dried  on  a  ground  glass  plate  of  sufficient  size,  and  smeared 
with  grease  ;  the  whole  is  covered  with  a  well  ground  receiver ;  and  thus 
by  raising  the  latter,  and  introducing  for  a  moment  the  flame  of  a  spirit- 
lamp,  and  suddenly  replacing  the  receiver,  an  imperfect  exhaustion  is 
obtained  by  which  the  process  of  exsiccation  is  considerably  facilitated. 
Substances  which  will  bear  the  heat  of 
boiling  water  may  be  dried  in  the  water- 
oven,  fig.  7.    It  consists  of  a  copper  box 
about  six  inches  square,  provided  with  a 
a  jllff  ■  V  r\        J"  water-tight  jacket  or  coating,  the  edges 

*  !ijffi|^tes^^"L  ^  (®  illllllU  being  soldered  with  brass ;  it  is  furnished 
with  a  door,  in  which  is  cut  a  small  venti- 
lating aperture,  which  can  be  opened  or 
closed  at  pleasure  by  means  of  a  handle  ; 
one  of  the  chimneys  on  the  top  of  the  box  communicates  with  the  jacket, 
through  this  the  charge  of  water  is  given  to  the  apparatus ;  the  other  com- 
municates with  the  interior  of  the  chamber  in  which  the  substance  to  be 
dried  is  placed  in  a  small  dish  :  by  this  arrangement  a  current  of  air  is 
determined  through  the  chamber,  which  greatly  expedites  the  drying  of 
the  substance. 

Eig.  8  represents  Taylor's  arrangement  of  the  air  bath,  in  which  bodies 
may  be  exposed  to  a  tolerably  high  temperature  under  a  current  of  air.  It  consists  of  a 
cylindrical  box  of  copper,  or  japanned  tinned  iron,  provided  with  a  jacket,  or  double  casing 
and  a  false  bottom  pierced  with  holes,  for  the  more  equable  diffusion  of  air  through  the 
interior.  It  is  provided  with  a  thermometer  for  regulating  the  temperature,  and  a  high 
chimney,  which  determines  a  strong  current  of  air  through  the  chamber.

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(6),  charged  with  a  saturated  solution  of  common  salt 
the  tube  is  united  by  a  caoutchouc  tube  to  the  drying  tube  (d),  containing 
fragments  of  chloride  of  calcium.  The  narrow  end  is  connected  with  a 
bent  tube,  which  passes  through  the  cork  of  the  bottle  (a),  nearly  down  to 
its  bottom.  The  bottle  is  filled  with  water,  which,  on  turning  the  stop-cock 
(s)  flows  out  in  a  small  stream,  its  place  being  supplied  by  the  air  drawn 
through  (c),  which  has  become  dried  by  passing  through  the  chloride 


Fig.  9  represents  an 
arrangement  for  dry- 
ing substances  in  cur- 
rents of  dry  air,  pro- 
duced by  the  efflux 
of  water.  A  known 
weight  of  the  sub- 
stance is  introduced 
into  the  little  weighed 
tube,  shown  in  Fig.  10, 
which  is  plunged  into 
a  copper  water  bath 
the  wider  arm  of

The  liquid  in  the  water  bath  is  kept  boiling  by  means  of  a  lamp

Fig.  11  shows  the 
arrangement  for  dry- 
ing at  any  required 
temperature  in  vacuo. 
The  substance  is  in- 
troduced into  the  glass 
tube  (c),  which  passes 
through  a  copper  col- 
lar into  the  copper  air 
bath  (/);  this  tube  is 
closed  air-tight  with 
a  good  sound  cork, 
Fig.  n.  into  which    a  bent 

glass  tube  is  inserted,  establishing  a  communication  with  the  chloride  of  calcium  tube  (rf),  and 
finally  with  the  exhausting  syringe  (6).  By  raising  and  depressing  the  piston  a  few  times,  a 
tolerable  vacuum  is  produced  in  the  tubes,  and  by  means  of  the  stop-cocks  (a  and  c)  air  may 
be  admitted  from  time  to  time,  which  becomes  deprived  of  all  moisture  previous  to  entering 
the  tube  containing  the  substance  by  passing  over  the  chloride  of  calcium  in  (d). 

In  the  determination  of  the  amount  of  water  in  organic  substances,  it  suffices  in  general  to 
submit  a  known  quantity  of  the  compound  to  heat,  by  one  or  other  of  the  various  modes  just 
described,  and  to  compute  the  weight  of  the  water  by  the  loss.  It  is  sometimes,  however, 
necessary  to  determine  the  quantity  of  water  by  actually  weighing  it,  as  when  at  the  tempe- 
rature to  which  it  is  necessary  to  submit  the  substance  other  constituents  besides  water  are 
expelled.    In  such  cases  the  apparatus  shown  in  fig.  12  may  be  used.    This,  however,  fails  to 

effect  the  object 
when  the  volatile 
matters  given  off, 
together  with  the 
water,  are  absorb- 
ed by  chloride  of 
calcium  :  in  such 
cases  the  direct 
determination  of 
Flg'  12,  the  water  is  very 

difficult,  if  not  impossible.  The  subject  of  experiment  is  introduced  into  the  bulb  (B)  and 
carefully  weighed— the  weight  of  the  empty  tube  must  also  be  known.    The  tube  is  con- 
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nected  on  the  right  hand  by  means  of  a  sound  cork  and  bent  tube  with  the  U  shaped^ddoride^ 
of  calcium  tube  (c),  the  weight  of  which  has  been  noted,  and  on  the  left  side  it  is  connected 
air-tight  with  the  two  U  shaped  chloride  of  calcium  tubes  (a  and  6),  the  weight  of  which  need 
not  be  known.  The  bent  tube  (a)  is  connected  with  the  gas  holder  (A),  containing  atmospheric 
air.  All  things  being  duly  arranged,  and  the  reservoir  on  the  top  of  the  gas  holder  being 
filled  with  water,  the  stop-cocks  are  opened,  and  a  stream  of  air,  thoroughly  dried  by  passing 
through  the  chloride  of  calcium  tubes  (a  and  6),  sweeps  through  the  bulb  tube  (B)  containing 
the  substance  to  be  dried.  A  gentle  heat  is  then  applied  to  the  bulb  (B)  by  a  spirit  Lamp  and 
gradually  increased  beyond  the  boiling  point  of  water,  taking  especial  care  that  the  straight 
end  of  the  tube  nearest  the  bent  chloride  of  calcium  tube  (c)  shall  be  sufficiently  hot  to  prevent 
any  condensation  of  moisture  from  taking  place  there.  Towards  the  end  of  the  operation  the 
substance  in  the  bulb  must  be  heated  nearly  to  redness,  if  it  will  bear  it.  After  the  whole  of 
the  water  has  been  expelled  the  tube  is  allowed  gradually  to  cool,  still  causing  a  stream  of  air 
to  pass  through.  When  quite  cold  the  apparatus  is  taken  apart,  and  the  chloride  of  calcium 
tube  (c)  weighed;  its  increase  of  weight  gives  of  course  the  quantity  of  water  which  has 
been  expelled  from  the  substance.

BOTANICAL  CALENDAR  FOR  MARCH. 

Amygdalus  Communis — The  common  Almond;  is  a  native  of  Barbary  and  Syria,  and  a 
member  of  the  natural  order  Hosdcece — the  rose  tribe.  It  is  grown  in  this  country  for  the  sake 
of  its  flowers,  which  generally  bloom  during  this  month  ;  in  southern  countries  it  is  cultivated 
for  the  sake  of  its  fruit,  which  is  produced  in  large  quantities.  Bitter  and  sweet  almonds  are 
produced  by  different  varieties  of  the  same  plant.  The  bitter  are  extensively  used  for  pressing, 
the  oil  obtained  from  them  being  the  oil  known  as  oil  of  sweet  almonds,  and  the  residue,  after 
expression,  is  termed  almond  cake.  They  contain  two  peculiar  principles  termed  amygdadine 
and  emulsine;  these,  when  the  almond  cake  is  distilled  with  water,  yield  the  liquid  known  as 
essential  oil  of  almonds,  or  oil  of  bitter  almonds.  As  this  oil  abounds  in  hydrocyanic  acid,  it 
ought  always  to  be  purified  before  it  is  sold,  as  this  can  be  done  without  injury  to  the  flavour- 
ing qualities  of  the  oil,  and  many  accidents  have  resulted  from  the  sale  of  the  oil  in  an  impure 
condition.  There  are  three  varieties  of  sweet  almonds — the  Jordan,  Valentia,  and  Italian. 
The  free  use  of  almonds  in  an  unblanched  condition  often  gives  rise  to  great  irritation  of  the 
skin  in  some  constitutions.  The  flowers  of  Amydalus  pumila,  the  dwarf  almond,  are  purgative. 

Viscum  Album — Misseltoe  ;  a  parasitic  plant,  growing  most  frequently  upon  the  apple  tree, 
but  also  met  with  on  the  pear,  hawthorn,  ash,  and  some  others,  but  rarely  on  the  oak  It  is 
very  common  in  the  orchards  and  hedge-row  fruit  trees  of  Herefordshire,  Worcestershire,  and 
some  of  the  more  southern  counties.  It  is  propagated  from  tree  to  tree  by  the  agency  of  birds, 
who  are  very  fond  of  the  berries.  The  leaves  were  formerly  employed  in  epilepsy,  the  berries 
are  purgative,  and  the  substance  called  birdlime  is  procured  from  the  berries  and  bark.  It 
belongs  to  the  natural  order  Loranthacece — Loranths. 

Populus  Nigra — The  Black  Poplar ;  a  member  of  the  natural  order  Salicacea-.,  willow 
worts,  is  a  tree  indigenous  to  this  country,  and  growing  near  rivers,  or  in  wet  shady  places. 
The  young  buds  are  covered  with  a  resinous  substance  possessing  a  strong  aromatic  taste,  and 
are  occasionally  used  in  the  preparation  of  an  ointment  for  applying  to  wounds,  burns,  and 
tumours ;  they  are  also  used  as  a  basis  for  a  balsam.  The  plant  is  sometimes  called  "  The 
Doctor's  Tree,f  in  rural  districts, — a  title  conferred  upon  it  in  consequence  of  the  medicinal 
odour  of  the  resinous  exudation. 

Tussilago  Farfara— Coltsfoot;  a  common  indigenous  plant,  found  growing  in  moist,  stiff, 
clayey  soils,  and  on  limestone  rubbish.  It  is  one  of  our  earliest  flowering  plants,  blossoming 
during  this  and  the  ensuing  month,  and  when  once  it  has  established  itself  in  any  locality 
is  very  difficult  to  get  rid  of.  The  flowers,  which  are  of  a  yellow  colour,  appear  before 
the  leaves.  Pliny  records  its  being  used  for  smoking  in  ancient  times,  and  recommends 
the  roots  and  leaves;  the  latter  form  the  basis  of  the  British  herb  tobaccos.  An  in- 
fusion of  the  dried  leaves  is  used  as  an  expectorant  in  coughs  and  shortness  of  breath,  and 
was  formerlv  used  with  beneficial  effects  in  the  treatment  of  scropbula.  The  down  on  the 
under  surface  of  the  leaves,  when  soaked  in  a  solution  of  nitrate  of  potash,  forms  a  tinder.  They 
arc  also  used  as  an  external  application  in  inflammation.  The  generic  name  is  derived  from 
Tussis,  a  cough.    The  plant  belongs  to  the  natural  order  CoitpasitO—  composites. 

Viola  Odorata— The  Sweet,  or  Purple  Violet.  This  well-known  plant  La  a  member  W 
the  natural  order  Violacea>,  the  violet  tribe,  and  blossoms  during  tins  and  the  Folio*  ing  month. 
It  is  largely  cultivated  at  Stratford-upon-Avon  for  the  sake  of  its  Bowers.  1  he  petals  are  care- 
folly  picked  off  from  the  calyx  and  used  for  the  preparation  of  the  syrup.  'Ihe  petals  of  an- 
other species,  Viola  tricolor,  Heart's  Ease,  or  Pansy,  are  often  fraudulently  substituted  for  them. 
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TRADE  REPORT. 

Since  our  last  monthly  issue  the  produce  markets  have  presented  no  marked  change.  There 
has  been  no  activity,  and  prices,  with  some  few  exceptions,  are  much  the  same  as  previously 
quoted.  The  Chancellor  of  the  Exchequer's  propositions  respecting  the  reduction  and  remis- 
sion of  duties,  &c,  appear  to  be  passing  the  House  with  success,  and,  with  some  few  modifi- 
cations, we  may  now  look  forward  to  the  entire  budget  being  soon  accepted  and  becoming  the 
law  of  the  land.  The  state  of  continental  politics  still  prevents  that  confidence  in  the  mer- 
cantile mind  so  essential  to  the  satisfactory  development  of  our  commercial  relations  abroad  ; 
still  there  is  a  general  impression  that  the  expected  expansion  of  trade,  consequent  on  the 
change  in  our  commercial  relations  with  France,  as  announced  in  the  Budget  and  French 
Treaty,  will  tend  to  an  improved  feeling  in  the  commercial  world. 

The  alterations  and  remissions  in  duty  on  fruit,  rice,  &c,  have  now  passed,  as  will  be  seen 
from  the  price  list.

With  regard  to  drugs,  aniseed  star  has  been  sold  as  high  as  100s.  per  cwt.  ;  Argol,  Cape, 
good  bold  white  crystals,  110s.,  115s. ;  camphor  is  9/.  per  cwt. ;  castor  oil,  market  steady,  fair 
to  fine  seconds,  6d.  and  6}r/.,  pale  straw  5fd.  and  6d.,  straw  b\d.,  yellow  5d.  and  b\d.;  essential 
oils  have  been  offered  at  P.S.,  and  slightly  lower  prices  realised  ;  oil  of  aniseed  at  8s.  6d.,  and 
of  cassia  at  15s.  and  15s.  6d. ;  gums  are  in  fair  demand,  and  higher  rates  ai-e  obtained  ; 
rhubarb  has  been  in  better  demand,  and  may  be  quoted  3d.  and  6d.  per  lb.  higher  ;  opium  has 
advanced  to  23s.  and  23s.  6d.,  some  fine  has  been  done  at  latter  quotation  ;  cream  of  tartar 
firm  at  quotations.  ^At  the  request  of  some  of  our  friends  we  add  prices  of  argols,  in  order  to 
show  the  advance  in  price,  as  they  bear  milch  upon  the  production  of  tartaric  acid,  which  has 
lately  so  much  advanced.  Cardamoms  are  in  fair  request,  and  few  offered  ;  Malabar,  fair 
mixed,  4s.  I0d.;  Madras,  3s.  lOd.  per  lb.  Senna  commands  full  prices  ;  tinnevelly  dull  to  mid. 
3\d.  and  5jcL;  Japan  wax  (vegetable)  has  been  freely  offered  at  public  sale,  and  privately  sales 
have  been  made  at  68s.  6d.  for  block,  and  fine  saucer  at  75s. 

Linseed  and  rapeseed  prices  are  rather  higher  ;  oils  have  advanced  ;  saltpetre  is  improved 
in  price, — a  contract  for  the  Sardinian  government  is  advertised  for  180  tons.

Parliament  has  been  busy  since  our  last ;  and  amongst  the  other  results  of  its  labours,  we 
may  note  as  interesting  to  our  readers  the  alteration  in  the  Cork  duties,  which,  it  is  to  be 
hoped,  will  result  in  the  future  production  of  not  only  cheap  but  good  corks;  as  in  conse- 
quence of  the  present  state  of  that  trade — the  same  price  being  paid  for  the  manufacture  of 
common  as  best  corks — a  premium  is  given  on  the  inferior  article.  The  other  changes  caused 
by  the  alteration  of  duties  are  noted  in  our  Trade  Report.  The  same  august  body  have  been 
passing  Bills  to  amend  the  law  relating  to  the  unlawful  administering  of  poison,  and  for  the 
prevention  of  adulteration  in  food,  &c.  An  abstract  of  the  former  measure  will  be  found  in 
another  part  of  our  Circular;  and  the  latter,  partaking  as  it  does  of  the  meddling  policy  which 
characterised  the  Bill  of  last  Session  to  regulate  the  Keeping  and  Sale  of  Poisons,  we  have 
made  the  subject  of  an  article.  The  Medical  Acts'  Amendment  Bill  was  also  read  a  third 
time  on  the  6th  instant  and  passed. 

Messrs.  Cartwright  and  Erecn,  of  Leeds,  have  received  a  telegram  from  Naples,  advising 
them  that  the  Neapolitan  government  have  imposed  a  further  duty  of  nearly  4/.  per  tun  on 
olive  oil ;  the  price  free  on  board  being  now  56/.  5s.  per  tun. 

There  is  an  oxidising  agent  that  at  one  time  was  known  amongst  chemists  as  the  "  camelion 
mineral,"  from  its  rapid  changes  in  colour  when  dissolved  in  water,  appearing  first  of  a  green 
hue,  then  a  purple,  and  subsequently  a  beautiful  red,  according  to  the  various  degrees  of 
change  in  oxidation.  This  "  camelion  mineral"  is  the  commercial  permanganate  and  man- 
ganates  of  potash  and  soda.  It  is  used  in  deodorising,  and  occasionally  for  medicinal  and 
other  purposes.  Its  chief  use  is,  however,  as  an  oxidising  agent ;  its  extreme  delicacy  of 
operation  in  this  particular  renders  it  an  important  agent  in  the  hands  of  the  analytical  as 
well  as  the  manufacturing  chemist.  Until  very  recently  it  could  not  be  manufactured  in 
quantities  large  enough  and  at  the  price  necessary  to  obtain  for  it  an  extended  and  profitable 
sale.  But,  a  short  time  since,  Mr.  Whildsmith,  analytical  chemist,  of  Wolverhampton,  having 
occasion  to  make  a  quantity  of  permanganate,  determined  to  sec  whether  it  could  not  be 
manufactured  in  the  quantities  and  at  the  price  requisite  to  secure  it  an  extensive  market. 
The  experiments  which  followed  were  attended  with  success  ;  and  now  a  ton  of  either  of  the 
manganates  of  potash  or  soda  can  be  manufactured  where  before  not  more  than  a  few  pounds 
weight  could  be  produced  without  great  cost  and  labour.  The  result  is,  that  permanganate 
can  now  be  sent  into  the  market  in  large  quantities  at  150  per  cent,  below  its  former  quota- 
tions ;  thus  supplying  the  toxicologist,  the  chemist,  the  manufacturer,  and  the  sanitary  com- 
missioners with  one  of  the  most  important  substances  within  the  field  of  chemical  science,  at 
a  price  the  same  as  that  at  which  bichromate  of  potash  is  sold.  The  one  now  possesses  the 
same  commercial  value  as  the  other ;  with  the  advantage  on  the  side  of  the  permanganate, 
that  its  action  is  more  rapid  than  that  of  bichromate,  its  oxidising  action  commencing  even  at 
ordinary  temperature, 

The  town  council  of  Wolverhampton  have  stopped  the  manufacture  of  artificial  manure  in 
that  town,  at  a  works  which  has  been  begun  since  the  passing  of  the  Act  that  made  a  person 
amenable  to  a  prosecution  who  should  commence  such  a  work  without  first  obtaining  the 
sanction  of  the  council.  The  works  are  those  of  Mr.  W.  Bradburn,  who  began  to  make  bone 
manure  without  first  obtaining  the  needed  sanction,  on  premises  formerly  occupied  by  a  manu- 
facturing chemist. 

M.  Bourguignon,  the  inventor  of  the  following  aristocratic  recipe  for  the  itch,  states  that 
the  ointment  has  a  pleasant  odour,  and  effects  a  certain  cure  after  a  single  friction  : — Yolk  of 
eggs,  2  ;  essences  of  lavender,  citron,  and  mint,  of  each  5  grammes  ;  essences  of  canella  and 
clove,  of  each  8  grammes  ;  gum-dragon,  2  grammes  ;  sulphur,  well  grounded,  100  grammes  ; 
glycerine,  200.  Mix  well  the  essences  with  the  yolks,  and  the  gum-dragon ;  then  to  the 
mucilage  add  very  gradually  the  glycerine  and  sulphur.

Dr.  Gilbert  has  made  great  use  of  glycerole  of  tar  in  different  affections  of  the  skin  It  is 
made  by  heating  five  parts  of  starch  with  thirty  parts  of  glycerine,  agitating  constantly  until 
of  the  consistence  of  boiled  starch,  then  add  the  tar,  and  mix  thoroughly 

Mr.  Alexander  Williams,  of  Neath,  has  suggested  a  means  of  economizing  the  waste  nitro- 
gen products  escaping  from  the  oil  of  vitriol  chamber,  by  effecting  their  conversion  into 
ammonia. 

At  a  meeting  of  the  council  of  the  Society  of  Arts,  the  guarantee  deed  for  raising  a  sum  of 
not  less  than  250,000/.,  on  behalf  of  the  proposed  exhibition  of  1862,  was  approved. 

The  degrees  of  Bachelor  and  Doctor  of  Science  have  been  recently  instituted  by  the  Senate 
of  the  University  of  London.  The  degree  is  noted  by  the  letters  B.Sc.  and  D  Sc.  The 
degree  of  B.Sc.  ranks  with  that  of  B.A. 

A  general  meeting  of  medical  practitioners  has  been  held  at  Edinburgh,  at  which  resolutions 
were  moved  for  the  formation  of  an  Association  of  Registered  Medical  Practitioners  in  Scot- 
land for  the  enforcement  of  the  Medical  Act  in  Scotland,  and  to  promote  the  general  interests 
of  the  profession. 

In  consequence  of  the  death  of  Grassot,  the  comic  actor,  from  the  effects  of  absinthe,  coming 
soon  on  that  of  Alfred  de  Musset  from  abuse  of  the  same  insidious  beverage,  the  Committee 
of  the  Academie  de  Medicine  of  Paris  has  just  ordered  researches  to  be  made  upon  the  various 
results  of  absinthe-drinking,  which  has  of  late  years  assumed  an  importance  unequalled  by  the 
gin-drinking  of  England  or  the  schnaps  of  Holland. 

The  inhabitants  of  Birmingham  have  decided  on  including  the  Homoeopathic  Hospital  and 
Dispensary  among  the  institutions  entitled  to  receive  a  share  of  the  funds  annually  divided 
amongst  the  public  charities  of  their  city. 

A  fund  is  in  course  of  being  instituted,  to  erect  a  monument  to  the  late  Dr.  Todd,  Professor 
at  King's  College,  and  to  found  a  gold  medal,  to  be  given  annually  for  the  encouragement  of 
clinical  medicine. 

A  fund  is  proposed  to  be  raised,  to  mark  the  sense  entertained  by  the  public,  especially  the 
pharmaceutical  portion  of  it,  of  the  recent  decision  in  the  sheep  poisoning  case,  "  Black  v. 
Elliot."    Pull  particulars  will  be  found  in  another  portion  of  our  journal. 

A  movement  is  in  progress  for  the  purpose  of  offering  a  testimonial  to  Mr.  Wakley,  coroner^/ 
for  Middlesex,  and  originator  of  the  "  Lancet."  It  is  proposed  to  found  a  medical  scholarship,  £ 
which  is  to  bear  Mr.  Wakley's  name,  in  the  London  University. 

The  second  of  the  two  girls,  who,  with  their  father,  were  rendered  insensible  on  the  8th  of 
February  through  the  bad  ventilation  of  their  abode  in  Glasgow,  as  mentioned  in  the  "  Chemist 
and  Druggist"  of  last  month,  has  died  in  the  infirmary  of  that  city. 

The  notorious  Barnum,  of  woolly-horse  repute,  nearly  lost  his  life  in  the  States  a  few  weeks 
ago  from  an  almost  similar  cause.    The  house  was  heated  by  a  furnace. 

Three  children  have  been  lately  all  but  poisoned  from  the  effects  of  arsenical  paper,  near 
Tipton,  but  on  removal  to  another  room  they  soon  regained  their  usual  health.  It  is  stated 
that  sufficient  arsenic  was  found  in  a  small  piece  of  paper  to  poison  a  grown  person. 

A  youth,  16  years  of  age,  was  fatally  poisoned  at  Yeadon  recently,  through  taking  strych- 
nine, which  had  been  given  him  as  medicine  by  a  grocer,  who — the  lad  having  recently  come 
from  Wales,  and  being  unable  to  speak  English  very  perfectly — understood  him  to  ask  for 
vermin  powder.  The  packet  was  properly  labelled  with  the  word  "poison;"  but  the  youth, 
immediately  on  his  arrival  at  home,  had  pulled  off  the  outside  wrapper  and  thrown  it  into 
the  fire. 

A  short  time  ago  a  boy,  aged  four  years  and  seven  months,  drank  from  a  jug  in  the  house  of 
a  blacking-maker  in  the  neighbourhood  of  Stourbridge,  not  knowiug  its  contents  which  proved 
to  be  oil  of  vitriol,  and  the  draught  killed  him. 

At  Portsmouth,  near  Todmorden,  a  married  woman,  named  Bulcock,  is  supposed  to  have 
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died  from  an  over-dose  of  ''Indian  brandy/'  supplied  to  her  by  a  grocer  named  Thomas  Snape, 
who  states  that  he  bought  the  mixture  from  a  chemist  at  Sowerby  Bridge,  named  Walter,  who 
represented  that  it  was  used  "for  coughs,  pains  in  the  back,  and  other  complaints." 
Mr.  Handley,  surgeon,  who  was  called  in  an  hour  before  the  woman  died,  gave  a  certificate, 
stating  that  "death  was  the  result  of  "natural  causes."  The  body,  Avhich  had  been  interred, 
was  exhumed ;  and  the  same  quantity  of  the  mixture  as  was  taken  by  the  deceased  has  been 
purchased  by  the  police  for  analysis.  Snape  admits  that  he  sold  an  ounce  to  Henry  Wellbank, 
a  person  who  was  found  dead  some  time  last  month  on  the  highway,  immediately  after  he  had 
purchased  the  mixture  and  before  be  could  reach  home. 

Mr.  Hind,  surgeon,  of  Stroud,  has  been  committed  for  manslaughter.  A  young  girl  having 
gone  to  consult  him,  he  used  an  instrument  to  procure  abortion,  and  the  operation  proved 
fatal. 

Mr.  Borwick,  of  baking-powder  fame,  has  been  prosecuting  a  man  named  Jones  for  selling 
fraudulent  imitations  of  his  powder.  The  plan  he  appears  to  have  adopted  has  been  to  sell 
powders  in  Mr.  Borwiek's  name.  Several  cases  were  proved  against  him,  and  Mr.  Dugald 
Campbell,  analytical  chemist,  Brompton  Hospital,  said  he  had  examined  three  samples  of 
powders,  and  he  found  that  one  of  them  contained  tartaric  acid,  but  in  the  other  two  there 
was  scarcely  a  trace  of  tartaric  acid.  They  were  very  different  in  quality  from  Mr.  Borwiek's 
powders.  Mr.  Borwiek's  powders  imparted  a  much  better  colour  to  the  bread.  The  prisoner 
was  found  guilty  by  the  jury,  and  sentenced  to  penal  servitude  for  three  years. 

Our  attention  has  been  called  to  a  new  Patent  Elastic  Plaister  :  its  principal  advantages 
are  that  it  allows  a  free  expansion  and  contraction  of  the  muscles,  whilst  the  circulation  is 
unimpeded.  It  easily  adapts  itself  to  all  irregularities  of  surface,  and  forms  a  particularly 
good  casing  for  joints  when  requiring  support ;  it  is  a  good  thick  mechanical  defence  to  the 
parts  covered  by  it,  and  is  said  to  retain  its  hold  much  longer  than  ordinary  adhesive 
plaisters,  being  non-elastic  one  way  and  highly  elastic  the  other.  We  should  think  it  would 
be  found  most  valuable  in  all  cases  in  which  steady  pressure  and  elasticity  are  desirable. 

We  have  seen  samples  of  a  new  Liquid  Dye,  which  will  supersede  the  use  of  coloured  saucers 
and  other  domestic  colouring  matters  if  the  anticipations  of  the  inventors  are  realised.  We 
have  before  us  several  pieces  of  ribbon  dyed  with  these  preparations ;  the  colours  are  beauti- 
fully clear,  and  we  find  they  are  perfectly  fast.  One  6d.  bottle  is  said  to  be  quite  equivalent 
to  ten  Is.  saucers. 

Mr.  Johnson,  of  Aston  Road,  Birmingham,  is  about  bringing  before  the  trade  an  article 
which  he  states  to  be  entirely  new.  It  is  a  liquid  test  for  gold  and  silver  coin,  &c.  We  pre- 
sume he  has  caught  the  idea  from  the  refiners  and  dealers  in  the  precious  metals,  who  always 
employ  nitric  acid  for  the  purpose. 

THE  SCIENCE  OF  FAMILIAR  THINGS. 

II. — A  Bottle  of  Marking  Ink. 

To  those  who  properly  understand  the  scope  of  scientific  inquiry,  the  well-known  "  indelible 
ink"  used  for  marking  linen,  and  the  rarest  product  of  the  laboratory,  will  appear  equally 
deserving  of  attentive  consideration.    In  science  "  there  is  no  great  and  no  small." 

I  have  chosen  Ede's  Crimson  Marking  Ink  as  the  subject  of  this  paper  ;  not 
because  I  deem  this  particular  ink  superior  to  every  other  preparation  of  the 
kind,  but  because  I  wish  to  allude  to  the  ornamental  case  of  turned  wood  in 
which  it  is  offered  to  the  public.  This  case,  which,  when  closed,  might  pass 
for  a  stray  Castle  belonging  to  a  Brobdignagian  set  of  Chessmen,  is  made  in 
three  pieces.  The  lower  part  is  the  ink-stand,  and  contains  the  little  bottle 
of  the  precious  fluid,  the  prepared  nib  and  holder.  The  cover  and  its  move- 
able ring  form  together  a  most  convenient  and  effective  stretcher.  Thus  all 
the  essentials  for  marking  linen  are  comprised  in  this  pretty  castellated  case. 
In  studying  the  chemistry  of  marking  ink,  we  must  first  consider  the  action  of  Light  and 
He.it  upon  ^ . 1 1 1 -  of  silver.  If  a  solution  of  nitrate  of  silver  be  placed  in  a  glass,  and  a  lew- 
drops  of  ;i  Boluti  >n  of  common  salt  be  added,  a  white  precipitate  of  chloride  of  silver  is  formed, 
which,  if  exposed  to  the  light  for  a  few  moments,  changes  rapidly  from  white  to  violet  and 
then  to  black.  Chloride  of  silver  was  one  of  the  real  treasures  discovered  by  the  alchemists 
in  their  fruitless  search  for  the  philosopher's  stone,  and  was  named  by  them  horn  silver.  The 
blackening  of  this  preparation  by  the  solar  rays  did  not  escape  the  attention  of  these  enthu- 
siasts, and  they  adduced  this  phenomenon  to  confirm  their  opinion  that  Fire  (light  and  heat) 
was  the  great"  agent  of  transmutation.  The  decomposition  of  the  chloride  of  silver  corre- 
sponds exactly  to  the  formation  of  a  photographic  picture  on  a  sensitive  plate  or  paper  placed 
in  the  camera  obscura ;  indeed,  from  the  observation  of  the  old  alchemists  the  beautiful  art  of 
Photography  may  be  said  to  have  sprung. 

Other  silver  salts  besides  the  chloride  will  turn  black  if  exposed  to  the  light,  provided  they 
are  in  contact  with  organic  bodies.  Crystals  of  pure  nitrate  of  silver  are  insensible  to  the 
action  of  light  ;  but  paper,  linen,  leather,  or  almost  any  other  organic  substance  covered  with 
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this  wilt  is  speedily  blackened  hy  the  solar  rays.  We  do  not  yet  perfectly  understand  the 
action  of  light  upon  different  substances.  At  one  time  this  marvellous  agent  facilitates  the 
Combination  of  certain  elementary  bodies  ;  and  at  another,  it  hastens  the  separation  of  com- 
bined elements.  The  blackening  of  silver  salts  is  an  instance  of  chemical  decomposition 
brought  about  by  the  agency  of  light  ;  the  black  substance  which  is  produced  being  simply 
metallic  silver  in  a  finely  divided  state.  A  pretty  experiment  may  be  adduced  to  establish 
this  fact.  Let  a  slip  of  ivory  be  immersed  in  a  dilute  solution  of  nitrate  of  silver  till  the  ivory 
has  acquired  a  bright  yellow  colour;  then  remove  it  into  a  tumbler  filled  with  distilled  water, 
and  expose  it  to  the  direct  light  of  the  sun.  After  two  or  three  hours  exposure  it  will  have 
become  black  ;  but  on  rubbing  it  a  little  the  surface  will  be  changed  into  a  bright  metallic 
one,  and  the  ivory  will  resemble  a  slip  of  pure  silver.  As  the  solution  penetrates  deeply  into 
the  ivory,  the  bright  surface  when  worn  away  is  replaced  by  a  succession  of  others. 

Heat  produces  an  effect  analogous  to  that  of  light  upon  silver  salts;  indeed,  M.  Niepce  de 
St.  Victor — the  chemist  who  fust  demonstrated  that  Light  could  be  bottled  as  effectually  as 
Champagne — has  recently  succeeded  in  obtaining  copies  of  engravings  on  sensitive  paper  pre- 
pared with  nitrate  of  silver  by  the  agency  of  heat  radiations.  If  on  a  plate  of  metal  heated 
by  contact  with  boiling  water,  there  be  placed  first  an  engraving,  or  a  sheet  having  characters 
printed  W  it.  and  over  that  a  sheet  of  paper  prepared  first  with  nitrate  of  silver  and  then  with 
chloride  of  gold,  a  violet  blue  impression  is  obtained  of  the  dark  parts  of  the  engraving,  or 
the  printed  letters.  If  the  paper  be  oidy  prepared  with  nitrate  of  silver,  the  light  parts  of  the 
engraving  will  be  reproduced  of  a  lustre  col  nr.  A  metallic  tube,  heated  to  a  temperature  of 
at  least  212"Fahr.,  and  having  the  orifice  covered  with  the  engraving  and  sensitive  paper, 
produces  the  same  result  as  the  contact  with  the  heated  surface. 

Long  before  Photography — much  less  Thermography — was  talked  about,  nitrate  of  silver 
was  employed  to  dye  human  hair,  to  stain  marbles  and  jaspers,  and  to  mark  linen  with 
characters  capable  of  resisting  the  destructive  action  of  soap  and  soda.  One  of  the  first  per- 
manent inks  introduced  to  the  public  was  prepared  by  dissolving  lunar  caustic  (fused  nitrate 
of  silver)  in  gum  water.  Before  writing  with  this  ink,  the  linen  had  to  be  well  moistened 
with  a  solution  of  sub-carbonate  of  soda,  and  then  thoroughly  dried  by  a  gentle  heat.  The 
inks  that  are  now  used  do  not  require  mordants,  and  can  be  applied  directly  to  the  unprepared 
surface  of  the  linen.  Nitrate  of  silver  is  the  chief  ingredient  of  Ede's  Crimson  Marking  Ink  ; 
the  other  ingredients  are  ammonia,  cream  of  tartar,  carmine,  gum  arabic,  and  sugar.  The 
li<iuid  ammonia  renders  the  ink  extremely  sensitive  to  the  action  of  light  or  heat.  The  am- 
nioiiio-mtrate  of  silver,  formed  by  dissolving  one  part  of  nitrate  of  silver  in  twelve  of  distilled 
water,  and  gradually  adding  strong  liquid  ammonia  until  the  precipitate  at  first  produced  is 
auain  nearly  dissolved,  is  employed  by  photographers  as  a  sensitive  wash  for  paper.  A  sheet 
of  paper  having  been  soaked  in  a  solution  of  common  salt  and  then  dried,  is  stretched  on  a 
board  a  little  larger  than  itself;  the  solution  is  then  applied  to  the  salted  paper  with  a  brush, 
evenly,  smoothly,  and  thoroughly.  When  this  paper  is  dry  it  may  be  used  to  copy  negative 
photographs  or  prints.  The  negative  is  to  be  placed  with  its  back  uppermost  upon  the 
Sensitive  side  of  the  prepared  paper,  and  pressed  close  to  it  by  means  of  a  plate  of  glass. 
When  placed  in  the  sunlight  the  exposed  parts  of  the  paper  soon  change  to  a  slaty  blue, 
deepening  towards  black.  When  the  picture  is  fully  developed,  it  may  be  fixed  by  washing 
it  in  rain-water,  and  then  immersing  it  in  a  solution  of  hyposulphite  of  soda  Some  photo- 
graphers consider  this  the  best  and  most  economical  photographic  paper.  My  readers  may 
deem  all  this  foreign  to  my  subject,  hut  they  will,  perhaps,  excuse  this  photographic  digression, 
when  1  inform  them  that  I  have  succeeded  in  taking  copies  of  leaves,  engravings,  and  photo- 
graphs, by  means  of  paper  brushed  over  with  Ede's  Crimson  Marking  Ink.  In  studying 
"the  science  of  familiar  things"  one  is  tempted  to  turn  aside  now  and  then  from  the  well- 
trodden  highway  of  utility,  to  pluck  the  flowers  that  bloom  in  the  adjacent  meadows  and 
thickets. 

The  cream  of  tartar  in  Ede's  Marking  Ink  does  duty  for  the  mordant  which  used  formerly 
to  be  applied  to  the  fabric  to  be  marked,  and  fixes  the  silver  solution  upon  the  linen.  The 
carmine  is  used  to  give  the  ink  its  rich  crimson  colour,  and  takes  the  place  of  archil,  which 
enters  into  the  composition  of  most  of  the  black  inks.  AVhen  a  piece  of  linen  has  been 
marked  with  Ede's  Ink,  it  must  be  exposed  to  the  action  of  heat  or  light,  until  the  written 
characters  assume  a  deep  black.  The  contrast  between  crimson  and  black  is  so  striking  that 
it  i^  easy  to  tell  when  the  ink  is  permanently  fixed;  the  erim-on  ink  is  tor  this  reason  to  be 
preferred  to  that  which  is  coloured  black  or  brown. 

(linn  arabic  and  smjar  are  used  to  give  the  ink  a  proper  consistency  for  writing  upon  linen; 
it  is  highly  probable  that  the  presence  of  these  organic  substances  facilitates  the  blackening 
of  the  nitrate  of  silver.  No  marking  ink  yet  invented  is  strictly  speaking  indelible.  Cyanide 
of  potassium  greedily  dissolves  metallic  silver,  and  will  remove  from  linen  any  characters 
written  with  so-called  "  indelible  ink."  The  fabric  merely  requires  to  be  wetted  with  a  strong 
solution  of  the  salt  and  gently  rubbed.  If  the  marking  ink  had  been  mixed  with  common 
writing  ink,  an  iron  mould  remains  visible  ;  but  this  can  also  be  removed  by  applying  to  the 
cloth  a  hot  and  strong  solution  of  oxalic  acid,  or  siq  er-oxalate  of  potash. 
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KOSSO: 

ITS  HISTORY,  BOTANY,  PREPARATION,  ADULTERATION,  CHEMISTRY,  MEDICINAL  PROPERTIES, 

DOSES,  &C. 

History. — This  drug,  which  has  acquired  considerable  notoriety  during  the  last  few 
years  as  an  anthelmintic,  appears  to  have  been  employed  for  that  purpose  in  Abyssinia 
more  than  two  centuries  ago.  Bruce  mentions  it  under  the  name  of  Cusso  in  his  account 
of  his  travels  to  discover  the  source  of  the  Nile,  in  1768  to  1773.  Dr.  Brayer,  a  French  phy- 
sician, employed  it  himself  with  success,  and  also  witnessed  its  successful  administration  br- 
others. He  states  that  it  finds  its  way  to  Egypt  by  the  caravans,  and  from  thence  reaches 
Constantinople.  It  was  collected  by  Drs.  R.  Quartin  Dillon,  and  A.  Petit,  naturalists  to  the 
French  expedition  to  Abyssinia,  1838  to  1843.  A  brief  account  was  given  of  the  drug  in 
1846  by  M.  Rochet  d'Hericourt,  who  was  some  time  ago  the  possessor  of  the  whole  European 
stock.  The  word  Kosso  is  variously  spelt  by  different  writers,  and  it  is  designated  by  a  great 
variety  of  names  in  different  languages.  Mr.  Savory,  Bond  Street,  obtained  a  supply  from 
Aden. 

Botany. — It  consists  of  the  flowers  of  a  tree  belonging  to  the  natural  order  Rosacea — the 
rose  tribe,  and  a  native  of  northern  Abyssinia.  The  flowers  are  small,  of  a  greenish  colour, 
and  becoming  purple.  The  botanical  name  of  the  tree,  Brayera  Anthelmintica,  was  given  by 
Kunth,  a  celebrated  Prussian  botanist,  to  whom  it  was  sent  by  Dr.  Brayer.  Kunth  finding  it 
to  be  a  new  genus  gave  it  the  generic  name  Brayera,  after  the  sender  ;  the  specific  name  it 
obviously  received  on  account  of  its  medicinal  properties. 

Preparation. — According  to  Mr.  Johnston,  the  bunches  are  gathered  prior  to  the  seeds 
being  quite  ripe,  and  whilst  some  of  the  flowers  are  still  unchanged.  They  are  hung  up  in  the 
sun  to  dry,  and  when  not  immediately  wanted  preserved  in  a  jar. 

Adulteration. — Powdered  Pomegranate  root  is  said  to  be  substituted  for  it,  the  enormous 
price  of  the  drug  presenting  a  great  temptation  to  unprincipled  persons  to  simulate  it.  The 
best  way  to  obtain  it  genuine  is  to  purchase  the  dried  flowers  in  an  entire  state. 

Chemistry. — It  has  been  analysed  by  Wittstein  and  Martin.  The  principal  constituents, 
according  to  Wittstein,  are  two  kinds  of  tannin  and  a  bitter  acrid  resin,  on  both  of  which 
probably  the  anthelmintic  properties  partially  depend.  Martin  found  a  crystalline  sub- 
stance, to  which  he  gave  the  name  of  Kwoseine.  A  volatile  oil  also  probably  exists  in  the 
plant,  and  may  contribute  to  the  anthelmintic  action.  The  active  principle  of  Kosso  has  been 
subsequently  extracted  by  Mr.  Pavesi  and  M.  Vce.  It  is  termed  Koussine,  is  of  a  yellow 
colour,  uncrystallizable,  and  bitter.  The  Kosso  is  first  treated  with  alcohol,  and  then  with 
hydrate  of  lime  at  a  temperature  of  from  140°  to  150°  Fah. ;  the  residue  is  also  digested  in 
barley  water.    The  solutions  are  mixed,  filtered,  and  precipitated  by  acetic  acid. 

Medicinal  Properties. — From  the  success  that  has  attended  its  administration  in  Paris, 
and  also  to  a  more  limited  extent  in  this  country,  it  appears  to  be  a  most  efficacious  anthel- 
mintic for  tapeworm  ;  the  high  price  at  which  it  is  sold,  however,  materially  interferes  with  its 
general  employment.  It  appears  to  act  as  a  poison  to  the  worm,  as  it  is  generally  expelled  in 
a  lifeless  state. 

Mode  of  Administration  and  Dose. — In  Pereira's  "Materia  Medica"  the  following 
description  is  given  of  the  mode  of  administration  and  the  dose  : — "  The  powdered  flowers  are 
to  be  mixed  with  lukewarm  water  (for  an  adult  about  ten  ounces),  and  allowed  to  infuse  for  a 
quarter  of  an  hour.  A  little  lemon  juice  is  then  to  be  swallowed,  and  the  infusion  being  stirred 
up,  the  whole  is  taken,  liquid  and  powder,  at  two  or  three  draughts,  at  short  intervals,  being 
washed  down  by  cold  water  and  lemon  juice.  To  promote  the  operation,  tea  (without  sugar 
or  milk)  may  be  taken.  In  three  or  four  hours,  if  the  remedy  has  not  operated,  a  dose  of 
castor  oil,  or  a  saline  purgative,  should  be  administered.

KAMELA :  * 

its  history,  properties,  medical  uses,  doses,  &c. 

History. — This  plant  was  known  to  the  Hindoos  from  the  remotest  antiquity,  the  fruit  of 
which  was  employed  by  them  as  a  remedy  for  worms,  and  also  in  certain  skin  diseases.  They 
likewise  used  it  for  dying  and  printing  silks,  &c,  but  for  this  purpose  it  underwent  a  chemical 
process,  viz.,  an  alkaline  solution  was  mixed  with  the  powder  of  the  fruit,  which  yielded  a 
beautiful  orange-brown  colour.  But  its  properties  have  only  recently  been  demonstrated  by 
Drs.  Anderson  and  Mackinnon,  who  first  introduced  it  into  England.  Kamcla  belongs  to  the 
natural  order  Eiiphorbiacecc.    It  grows  abundantly  on  the  hilly  districts  of  India,  Burmah, 

•  Koltlcra  tinctoria  of  ROxbarg. 
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the  Philippine  Mauds,  andfthc  north-east  portions  of  Australia.  Its  fruit  ripens  in  Fehruary 
and  March,  when  it  is  gathered,  and  the  powder,  which  appears  as  an  excresence,  is  carefully 
hrushed  oil' and  preserved  for  use. 

PROPERTIES. — The  powder  of  Kamela  is  of  a  red  brick  colour,  with  little  or  no  odour  and 
flavour,  and  like  lycopodium  it  is  difficultly  miscible  with  water.  Ether  extracts  a  quantity 
of  its  resinous  components,  and  if  the  solution  he  allowed  to  stand  for  a  few  days  a  precipitate 
of  granular  crystals  is  formed,  which,  when  purified,  is  seen  to  consist  of  small  scales  of  a 
yellowish  colour  and  satiny  lustre,  and  named  hy  Dr.  Anderson,  rottlerinc.  Alcohol  extracts 
its  medicinal  constituents  most  perfectly,  and  the  tincture  made  with  rectified  spirit  is  found  to 
he  very  suitahlc  for  administration.    Its  formula  on  analysis  is  found  to  be  C22,  H10,  06.  Its

MEDICAL  Uses. — Kamela  has  been  successfully  given  in  cases  of  taenia,  and  Dr.  Mackinnon 
considers  it  of  much  greater  value  in  those  cases  than  either  Kousso  or  Turpentine.  Dr. 
Anderson  describes  "Ninety-five  eases  of  tamia,  in  ninety-three  of  which  the  worms  were  ex- 
pelled after  the  third  or  fourth  dose."  It  has  been  used  also  with  very  great  success  for 
tapeworm  and  ascarides  by  Dr.  Arthur  Lcared,  of  the  Great  Northern  Hospital,  and  by  Dr. 
William  Moore,  of  Dublin.  The  "Lancet,"  of  May  15th,  1858,  records  six  cases  of  cure  of 
tapeworm  by  Dr.  Bamskill,  of  the  Royal  Free  Hospital.  In  some  instances  sickness,  headache, 
ami  purging  are  produced  by  it,  but  generally  its  administration  is  attended  by  no  unpleasant 
result. 

Dose. — In  powder  the  dose  of  this  remedy  is  from  one  to  three  drachms,  early  in  a  morning, 
fasting.  The  tincture*  may  be  given  in  doses  of  from  one  to  two  drachms,  night  and  morning, 
on  lump  sugar. 

•  Tincture  of  Kamela  is  made  by  macerating  $  lb.  of  powder  of  Kamela  for  14  days  in  a  pint  of  rectified  spirits 
of  wine. 


Morison,  the  Hygeist. — The  following  facts  regarding  this  successful  vendor  of  pills,  we 
are  told  may  be  relied  upon  : — James  Morison  was  a  Scotchman,  and  a  gentleman  by  birth  and 
education.  His  family  were  of  the  landed  gentry  of  Aberdeenshire,  his  brother  being 
"Morison  of  Bogt/ic,"  an  estate  worth  about  4,000/.  a-year,  and  some  of  the  finest  granite- 
built  mansions  in  Aberdeen — Morison's  Hall,  for  instance — belonging  to  him.  In  1816,  James 
Morison,  having  sold  his  commission,  for  he  was  an  officer  in  the  army,  lived  in  No.  17,  Silver 
Street,  Aberdeen,  a  house  belonging  to  Mr.  Reid,  of  Eowter  &  Reid,  druggists.  He  obtained 
the  use  of  their  pill  machine,  with  which  he  made,  in  their  back  shop,  as  many  pills  as  filled 
two  large  casks.  The  ingredients  of  these  pills,  however  he  may  have  modified  them 
afterwards,  were  chiefly  oatmeal  and  bitter  aloes.  With  these  two  great  "  meal  bowies"  filled 
with  pills,  he  started  for  London  with  the  fag  end  of  his  fortune,  advertised  them  far  and  wide, 
and  ultimately  amassed  500,000/.  Mr.  Reid  was  frequently  importuned  by  Dr.  Mohr,  a  fellow 
student  of  the  late  James  Macgrcggor,  under  Dr.  French  of  Marisehal  College,  to  write  to  the 
Times  and  expose  the  whole  matter,  but  he  never  complied. — Alhenceum. 

Improvements  in  the  Voltaic  Pile. — It  is  well  known  that  Bunscn's  pile,  which  is  but 
a  modification  of  Grove's,  consists  of  a  glazed  vessel,  containing  a  cylindrical  clement  of  zinc, 
which  surrounds  a  porous  vessel  filled  with  strong  nitric  acid,  into  which  a  charcoal  cylinder 
has  been  introduced,  the  liquid  in  the  outermost  vessel  consisting  of  water  acidulated  with 
about  10  parts  of  sulphuric  acid.  Now,  although  this  is  a  most  powerful  combination,  and  in 
general  use,  it  has  two  great  inconveniences ;  first,  the  quantity  of  nitrous  vapour  it  evolves  is 
highly  unpleasant,  and  may  become  dangerous;  and,  secondly,  the  current  produced  is  not  of 
constant  intensity.  M.  Thomas  has  just  communicated  to  the  Academy  of  Sciences  a  modifi- 
cation which  he  has  effected  in  this  kind  of  pile,  and  which  would  seem  to  be  quite  free  from 
the  inconvenience  alluded  to.  M.  Thomas,  in  fact,  shows  that  the  development  of  nitrous 
vapour  is  one  of  the  chief  causes  which  interfere  with  the  constancy  of  the  current,  inasmuch 
as  they  attack  the  copper  ribands  forming  the  electrodes,  and  effect  certain  chemical  combi- 
nations, which  give  rise  to  counter-currents,  and  thus  impair  the  principal  one.  He  therefore 
causes  these  gases,  as  they  are  evolved,  to  pass  into  a  porous  vessel, where  they  are  decomposed. 
In  this  process  a  secondary  current  is  produced,  which,  by  the  peculiar  construction  of  the 
apparatus,  is  turned  to  account,  and  tends  to  correct  the  inequalities  of  the  principal  current. 
This  arrangement  also  prevents  the  pile  from  becoming  dirty,  as  is  the  ease  with  Bunsen's  pile. 
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NOTIONS  AND  CHIPS. 

A  man  died  very  suddenly  in  Pennsylvania  from  the  effects  of  whisky.  The  beverage  was 
analyzed,  when  the  chemist  reported  that  he  found  in  it  the  poisonous  constituent  of  cocculus 
indicus.  The  proportion  found  was  two  grains  to  the  pint  of  whisky.  This  poison  is  con- 
sidered fatal  to  human  life  in  quantities  of  from  five  to  ten  grains,  according  to  circumstances 
and  conditions. 

Some  of  the  best  varieties  of  flint-glass  are  made  from  54  parts  sand,  22  red  oxyd  of  lead, 
and  24  of  carbonate  of  potash.  Common  green  glass  is  made  from  100  parts  sand,  42  of  sul- 
phate of  soda,  and  45  of  carbonate  of  lime. 

Professor  Dickson,  of  America,  says  that  men  die  ordinarily  by  the  wear  and  derangement 
of  the  organs  of  which  they  make  most  use.  "  Adams  and  Webster  made  perpetual  and  unre- 
lenting u>e  of  their  strong  brains,  which  at  last  yielded,  fatigued  and  exhausted  ;  thus  died 
Cuvier  and  Dupuytren,  and  Chalmers  and  Miller,  and  the  long  catalogue  of  annual  victims  to 
apoplexy  and  paralysis,  ramollissement  and  other  cerebral  affections  among  men  of  active 
intellect." 

The  gathering  of  seaweed  has  been  ordered  by  the  French  government  to  serve  as  wadding 
for  artillery,  for  which  purpose  it  serves  admirably. 

Glass  is  frosted  in  the  manufacture  by  placing  it  on  a  revolving  wheel,  and  then  holding  to 
it  a  brush  of  iron  wire,  fed  with  loamy  clay. 

The  lime  salts  of  the  sea  are  taken  up  in  the  formation  of  coral,  and,  accordingly,  in  the 
vicinity  of  coral  reefs  the  sea  is  found  to  be  deficient  in  these  salts. 

Coprolites  are  the  fossil  excrements  of  extinct  animals,  and  when  found  in  any  quantities 
form  valuable  manure.  They  are  found  in  the  lias,  chalk,  and  coal  formations  at  Bristol  and 
Lyme  Regis,  and  in  Fifeshire. 

A  substance  known  as  hachettine,  or  mineral  tallow,  is  found  on  the  coast  of  Finland,  at 
Strasburg,  at  Merthyr  Tydvill,  and  elsewhere.  It  consists  of  yellow,  translucent  pearly  plates, 
soft  like  wax,  and  having  no  odour  until  when  heated,  when  it  smells  like  fat. 

Trees  may  be  impregnated  with  preservative  solutions  whilst  growing.  A  trough,  contain- 
ing the  solution,  is  made  around  the  trunk,  and  two  auger  holes  connected  by  a  saw  cut  are 
made  to  allow  the  solution  to  enter  and  be  absorbed  by  the  vital  action  of  the  tree. 

The  Crown  has  granted  a  charter  to  institute  and  hold  examinations  to  test  the  fitness  of 
persons  desiring  to  practise  as  dentists. 

Unripe  fruits  contain  starch,  gum,  and  an  acid  peculiar  to  the  fruit.  The  process  of  ripen- 
ing is  thought  to  depend  on  the  conversion  of  the  starch  or  gum  into  sugar,  by  the  action  of 
the  acid  upon  them,  under  the  influence  of  the  solar  rays. 

M.  Nickle's  has  extracted  a  new  colouring  matter  from  the  berries  of  the  common  privet 
(Ligustrum  Vulgare),  to  which  he  has  given  the  name  of  liguline. 

Dr.  Bouchut  has  announced  the  cure  of  nine  cases  of  diphtheria  by  his  plan  of  amputating 
the  tonsils. 

The  costs  for  defending  Smethurst  amounted  to  upwards  of  700/.,  after  being  taxed. 

A  suhstance  termed  Qninio  is  obtained  in  the  Brazils  from  the  fresh  bark  of  the  cinchona 
by  the  aid  of  lime  and  alcohol.  It  is  very  rich  in  quinine,  and  the  pure  sulphate  is  readily 
obtained  from  it  by  solution  in  diluted  sulphuric  acid. 

Baron  Liebig  has  recently  succeeded  in  forming  artificial  tartaric  acid.  It  is  said  to  be 
identical  with  the  tartaric  acid  of  nature,  and  that  he  has  prepared  the  tartrates  of  soda  and 
potash,  and  even  tartar  emetic,  with  it. 

Mr.  Silden,  of  America,  has  made  a  series  of  experiments  on  the  influence  of  manures  in 
affecting  the  chemical  power  and  composition  of  medicinal  plants.  In  growing  hyoscyamus, 
he  tried  guano,  nitrate  of  potash,  and  nitrate  of  soda.  Under  the  ordinary  mode  of  cultiva- 
tion, the  hyoscyamus  plants  yielded  20-8  per  cent,  of  extract;  with  guano,  23  3  ;  nitrate  of 
potash,  24  3  ;  and  with  nitrate  of  soda,  25  8. 

A  young  girl  has  been  recently  poisoned  in  Brazils  by  the  use  of  saulonine.  On  examina- 
tion it  was  found  to  be  adulterated  with  strychnine. 

Tannate  of  bismuth  has  been  recently  used  with  success  in  France,  in  doses  of  30  grs.,  as  a 
remedy  for  obstinate  diarrhoea. 

The  galls  that  have  of  late  years  appeared  on  the  oak  trees,  and  formerly  thought  to  be  a 
substitute  for  the  common  nut-galls  of  commerce,  have  been  found  by  the  analyses  of  Dr. 
Vinen  and  Mr.  Braithwaite  to  contain  so  little  tannin  as  to  render  them  useless  as  an  article 
of  commerce,  whilst  at  the  same  time  their  presence  is  exceedingly  injurious  to  the  young 
shoots  of  the  trees  upon  which  they  are  produced. 

Dr.  Granier,  in  his  curious  work,  "  Conferences  on  Homoeopathy,"  calls  Hahnemann  the 
"  Messiah  of  Medicine" 

The  Society  of  Pharmacy  of  Paris  have  received  nine  essays  in  response  to  the  prize  offered 
for  the  artificial  formation  of  quinine,  or  the  discovery  of  a  substitute  possessing  equivalent 
febrifuge  properties. 

Since  going  to  press  with  "  Queries,"  we  have  received  one  from  a  shipper,  who  wants 
a  quantity  of  chromate  of  iron,  and  is  not  able  to  meet  with  it. 
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THE  HISTORY  OF  CHYMISTRY. 

Chapter  V. 

We  must  not  omit  to  notice  the  ancient  relics  in  works  of  glass  which  are  amongst  the 
recent  discoveries  by  Mr.  Layard  and  others,  and  which  have  thrown  great  light  upon  the 
subject  treated  of  in  our  last  chapter.  The  discovery  of  these  relics  is  important,  as  con- 
firming the  belief  in  the  very  remote  antiquity  of  the  art  of  glass  making. 

Two  entire  glass  bowls,  with  fragments  of  others,  found  by  Mr.  Layard  in  one  of  the 
palaces  at  Nimroud,  are  supposed  to  be  2,600  years  old,  and  are  therefore  the  most  ancient 
known  specimens  of  transparent  glass,  as  none  of  the  specimens  from  Egypt  date  earlier  than 
the  time  of  the  Psamettici,  five  or  six  centuries  B.C.*  These  glass  bowls  were  covered  with 
pearly  scales,  the  result  of  long  immuration,  which  on  being  removed  left  prismatic  opal-like 
colours  of  great  brilliancy,  showing  under  different  lights  the  most  varied  and  beautiful  tints. 
This  is  produced  by  age,  certain  component  parts  of  the  glass  suffering  decomposition. 

"  With  the  glass  bowls  was  discovered  a  rock  crystal  lens,  with  opposite,  convex,  and  plane 
faces.  Its  properties  could  scarcely  have  been  unknown  to  the  Assyrians,  and  we  have  con- 
sequently the  earliest  specimen  of  a  magnifying  and  burning  glass.  It  was  buried  beneath 
a  heap  of  fragments  of  beautiful  blue  opaque  glass,  apparently  the  enamel  of  some  object  in 
ivory  or  wood  which  had  perished."f  Of  this  lens  Sir  David  Brewster  observes,  "It  is  plano- 
convex, and  of  a  slightly  oval  form,  its  length  being  lfa  inch,  and  its  breadth  l-,4n.  It  is  about 
nine-tenths  of  an  inch  thick,  and  a  little  thicker  at  one  side  than  another.  Its  plane  surface 
is  pretty  even,  though  ill  polished  and  scratched.  Its  convex  surface  has  not  been  ground,  or 
polished,  on  a  spherical  concave  disc,  but  has  been  fashioned  on  a  lapidary's  wheel,  or  by  some 
method  equally  rude.  The  convex  side  is  tolerably  well  polished,  and  though  uneven  from 
the  mode  in  which  it  has  been  ground,  it  gives  a  tolerably  distinct  focus  at  the  distance  of 
4i  inches  from  the  plane  side.  There  are  about  twelve  cavities  in  the  lens  that  have  been 
opened  during  the  process  of  grinding  it;  these  cavities  doubtless  contained  either  naphtha, or 
the  same  fluid  which  is  discovered  in  topaz,  quartz,  and  other  minerals.  As  the  lens  does  not 
show  the  polarised  rays  at  great  obliquities,  its  plane  surface  must  be  greatly  inclined  to  the 
axis  of  the  hexagonal  prism  of  quartz,  from  which  it  must  have  been  taken.  It  is  obvious, 
from  the  shape  and  rude  cutting  of  the  lens,  that  it  could  not  have  been  intended  as  an  orna- 
ment ;  we  are  entitled,  therefore,  to  consider  it  as  intended  to  be  used  as  a  lens,  either  for 
magnifying,  or  for  concentrating  the  rays  of  the  sun,  which  it  does,  however,  very  imperfectly." 

Sir  David  says  further  of  this  lens,  that  it  is  as  sound  as  it  was  many  thousand  years 
ago  when  in  the  form  of  a  crystal  in  quartz,  or  rock  crystal,  which  is  pure  silex,  and  other 
regular  crystallised  bodies.  The  molucules,  or  atoms  of  these  bodies,  uniting  in  virtue 
of  regular  laws  (the  pole  of  one  atom  uniting  with  the  similar  pole  of  another),  are  not 
therefore  subservient  to  the  ordinary  action  of  the  elements,  and  hence  the  long  perfect  pre- 
servation of  this  notorious  magnifying  glass. 

It  has  been  remarked  that  "  there  is  perhaps  no  material  body  that  ceases  to  exist  with  so 
much  grace  and  beauty  as  glass,  when  it  surrenders  itself  to  time,  and  not  to  disease.  In 
damp  localities,  where  acids  and  alkalies  prevail  in  the  soil,  the  glass  rots,  as  it  were,  by  a  pro- 
cess which  it  is  difficult  to  study.  It  may  be  broken  between  the  fingers  of  an  infant ;  and 
in  this  state  we  generally  find  in  the  middle  of  it  a  fragment  of  a  thin  fibre  of  the  original 
glass,  which  has  not  yielded  to  the  process  of  decay.  In  dry  localities,  where  Eoman,  Greek, 
and  Assyrian  glass  has  been  found,  the  process  of  decomposition  is  exceedingly  interesting, 
and  its  results  singularly  beautiful.  At  one  or  more  points  in  the  surface  of  glass  the  decom- 
position begins.  It  extends  round  that  point  in  a  spherical  surface,  so  that  the  first  film  is  a 
minute  hemispherical  one  of  exceeding  thinness.  Film  after  film  is  formed  in  a  similar 
manner,  till  perhaps  twenty  or  thirty  are  crowded  into  the  tenth  of  an  inch.  They  now 
resemble  the  section  of  a  pearl  or  of  an  onion;  and,  as  the  films  are  still  glass,  we  see  brilliant 
colours  of  thin  plates  when  we  look  down  through  their  edges,  which  form  the  surface  of  the 
glass.  These  thin  edges,  however,  being  exposed  to  the  elements,  decompose.  The  particles  of 
silex  and  the  other  ingredients  now  readily  separate,  and  the  decomposition  goes  on  downwards 
in  films  parallel  to  the  surface  of  the  glass,  the  crystals  of  silex  forming  a  white  ring,  and  the 
other  ingredients  rings  of  a  different  tint.    As  the  particles  previously  combined  have  now 

*  Opaque  colored  glass  was  manufactured  much  anterior  to  transparent  glass,  and  we  have  specimens  made  as 
early  as  fifteen  hundred  years  B.C. 
t  Layard's  "  Nineveh  and  Babylon." 
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separated,  the  hemispherical  cup  occupies  a  larger  space,  and  rises  above  the  general  level  of 
the  glassy  surface.  Such  is  the  process  of  decomposition  round  one  point;  but  it  commences 
at  many  points,  and  generally  those  points  lay  in  straight  lines,  so  that  the  circles  of  decom- 
position meet  one  another,  and  form  sinuous  lines.  When  there  are  only  two  points,  the  circles 
when  they  meet  surround  the  two  points,  like  the  rings  round  two  knots  of  wood,  so  that  when 
there  are  many  points,  and  these  points  near  each  other,  the  curves  of  decomposition  must 
unite,  as  already  mentioned,  and  form  sinuous  lines.  When  the  decomposition  is  uniform, 
and  the  little  hemispheres  have  nearly  the  same  depth,  we  can  separate  the  upper  film  from 
the  one  below  it,  the  convexities  of  the  one  falling  into  the  cavities  of  the  other.  WThen  the 
decomposition  has  gone  regularly  on  round  a  single  point,  and  there  is  no  other  change  than 
a  division  of  the  glass  into  a  number  of  hemispherical  films,  like  a  number  of  watch  glasses 
within  one  another,  the  group  of  films  exhibits  in  the  polarising  microscope  a  beautiful  circle 
of  polarised  light  with  a  black  cross.  The  edges  of  the  hemispherical  films  give  to  the  figure 
the  colours  of  thin  plates,  and  we  imagine  we  have  before  us  a  circular  crystal,  with  its  fine 
system  of  polarised  rings.  The  colours,  however,  are  only  those  of  thin  plates,  and  the  light 
is  light  that  has  been  depolarised  cylindrically,  as  it  were,  by  refraction,  in  passing  obliquely 
through  the  hemispherical  cups.  When  a  drop  of  water,  alcohol,  or  oil,  is  applied  to  this  or 
any  other  specimen,  the  fluid  enters  between  the  films,  and  the  polarised  light  and  the  splendid 
colours  immediately  disappear." 

In  salt  water  the  decomposition  of  glass  goes  on  very  rapidly,  as  is  proved  by  the  state  of 
the  bottles  brought  from  the  wreck  of  the  Royal  George  ;  and  M.  Brame,  of  Paris,  having 
seen  a  notice  of  the  decomposed  glass  from  Nineveh,  succeeded  in  producing  upon  that  glass, 
in  a  very  short  time,  regular  and  irregular  circles  of  decomposition,  in  the  centre  of  which 
there  was  always  a  small  cavity,  or  a  small  nucleus.  This  effect  was  obtained  by  plunging 
fragments  of  thick  glass  into  a  mixture  of  fluoride  of  calcium  and  concentrated  sulphuric  acid, 
or  by  exposing  them  to  the  vapours  of  fluorhydric  acid.* 

A  small  glass  bottle  now  in  the  British  Museum,  found  in  the  ruins  of  Nimroud,  is  said  to 
be  of  equal  age  with  the  glass  bowls  already  described.  On  this  very  interesting  relic  is  the 
name  of  Sargon,  with  his  title  of  King  of  Assyria,  in  cuneiform  characters,  and  the  figure  of  a 
lion.    It  was  probably  used  for  holding  some  ointment,  cosmetic,  or  conserve. 

In  the  excavations  of  the  mound  of  Babel,  amongst  other  interesting  articles  was  found 
a  number  of  small  glass  bottles,  some  colored,  others  ribbed  and  otherwise  ornamented. 

In  the  tombs  at  Kouyunjik,  opened  by  Mr.  Vice  Consul  Rassam,  were  found  many  interesting 
relics  in  glass,  consisting  of  globular  shaped  bottles,  bowls,  dishes,  tubes,  &c,  in  various 
colours,  supposed  to  be  of  the  time  of  the  Emperor  Maximinus. 

A  most  celebrated  antique  vase,  for  200  years  the  principal  ornament  of  the  Barberini  palace, 
and  which  is  now  designated  the  Portland  vase,  is  a  rich  specimen  of  early  glass  manu- 
facture. It  was  found  about  the  middle  of  the  sixteenth  century  enclosed  in  a  marble  sarco- 
phagus, within  a  sepulchral  chamber,  under  Monte  del  Grano,  about  two  miles  and  a  half  from 
Rome,  supposed  to  be  the  tomb  of  Alexander  Severus,  who  died  in  the  year  235.  It  is  de- 
corated with  white  opaque  figures  in  bas  relief,  upon  a  dark  blue  transparent  ground,  the 
subject  of  which  has  not  hitherto  received  a  satisfactory  elucidation,  but  the  design  and  arrange- 
ment, and  more  particularly  the  execution,  are  truly  admirable.  A  part  of  the  blue  ground^ 
i.  e.,  all  below  the  handles,  was  originally  covered  with  white  enamel,  out  of  which  the  figures 
have  been  sculptured  in  the  style  of  a  cameo,  with  most  astonishing  skill  and  labour. 

Of  the  several  specimens  of  glass  brought  home  by  Mr.  Layard,  one,  the  fragment  of  a  vase, 
when  examined  was  of  a  dull  green  color,  as  though  encrusted  with  green  carbonate  of  copper. 
This  color  was  quite  superficial,  and  the  glass  itself  was  opaque  and  of  a  vermilion  tint,  attri- 
buted to  suboxide  of  copper.  The  outer  green  covering  was  due  to  the  action  of  the  atmo- 
sphere on  the  surface  of  the  glass,  and  the  consequent  change  of  the  suboxide  into  green  car- 
bonate of  copper.  This  specimen  is  interesting  as  showing  the  early  use  and  knowledge  of 
suboxide  of  copper  as  a  stain  or  colouring  agent  for  glass.  The  ancients,  we  are  aware,  em- 
ployed several  substances  in  their  glass  and  colored  glazes  for  bricks  and  pottery,  but  of  which 
there  remains  no  published  record.  But  these  glasses  and  other  ancient  works  of  art  prove 
that  they  were  familiar  with  the  use  of  oxide  of  lead  as  a  flux  in  their  vitreous  glasses,  and 
with  stannic  acid  and  Naples  yellow,  as  stains  or  pigments.

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FRAGMENTA  VETERINARIA. 

It  has  been  stated  that  the  veterinary  profession,  like  the  horse,  is  subject  to  disease,  and 
that  drunkenness,  the  farcy  and  glanders  of  the  horse,  is  the  most  virulent  malady  that  affects 
it. 

Drunkenness,  doubtless,  is  a  malady  much  to  be  deprecated,  but  one,  miserable  to  relate, 
not  exclusively  common  to  members  of  the  veterinary  profession ;  neither  do  we  for  a  moment 
consider  it  to  be  the  disease  which  chiefly  tends  to  lower  veterinarians  in  public  estimation. 
We  assert,  without  fear  of  contradiction,  that  Ignorance  is  the  farcy  and  glanders  which 
has  been  incorrectly  diagnosed  to  be  drunkenness,  and  which  a  due  attention  to  the  wise  code 
of  laws  laid  down  by  the  original  founders  of  the  St.  Pancras  School  would  have  prevented. 
Where  are  the  quarterly  meetings,  the  experimental  committees,  the  yearly  reports,  and  the 
summer  practical  course  of  instruction,  and  where  is  the  lecturer  on  botany?  all  enjoined,  in 
1791,  as  being  necessary  for  the  education  of  the  veterinary  student,  and  the  professional  ad- 
vancement of  the  practitioner. 

We  have  watched  the  College  since  the  time  when  Professor  Morton  stated  how  necessary 
the  study  of  botany  was  to  the  veterinarian,  and  that  answers  returned  to  questions  put  on 
the  above  subject  "  were  at  best  only  conjectural."  We  certainly  expected,  on  the  addition  of 
the  four  guineas  to  the  entrance  fee,  that  long  ere  this  a  lecturer  on  botany  would  have  made 
his  debut — but  no,  not  a  step  in  advance.  Nay,  less :  the  three  years  course  of  instruction 
prescribed  in  1791  as  being  necessary,  in  order  to  fully  qualify  an  individual  to  fill  the  posi- 
tion of  a  veterinarian,  in  1860  we  find  only  two  years  is  required,  and  then  only  a  session 
of  six  months  in  each  year  is  allotted  to  instruction. 

The  following  are  the  laws  laid  down  and  published  in  1791,  relative  to  the  distribution  of 
study: — 

"First  Course — The  study  of  zootomy  shall  begin  on  the  1st  of  November,  and  end  on  the 
30th  of  April  of  the  year  following. 

"Second  Course — The  study  of  the  exterior  form  of  the  horse  shall  begin  on  the  1st  of  May, 
and  end  on  the  30th  of  October. 

"  Third  Course — The  course  on  operations  shall  begin  on  the  1st  of  November,  and  end 
January  30th  of  the  following  year.  From  the  1st  of  February  to  the  30th  of  April  the  pupils 
shall  put  in  practice  those  surgical  operations  which  they  shall  have  been  taught  in  the  pre- 
ceding course  of  lectures.  This  shall  employ  their  mornings  only.  In  the  evenings  they  shall 
be  instructed  in  materia  medica. 

"  Fourth  Course — The  pupils  shall  attend  a  course  of  pharmacy  to  obtain  a  knowledge  of  the 
different  preparations.  They  shall  divide  their  mornings  between  the  dispensary  and  laboratory. 

"Fifth  Course — A  knowledge  of  common  plants  and  herbs  being  necessary  to  the  veteri- 
nary physician,  the  pupils  shall  attend  a  course  of  botany  relative  to  veterinary  medicine. 
This  course  shall  take  place  in  the  afternoon,  and  shall,  as  well  as  the  preceding,  continue 
during  the  summer. 

"  Sixth  Course— The  pupils  shall  attend  the  forge  in  the  morning,  and  in  the  evening  lectures 
shall  be  delivered  on  pathology,  to  prepare  for  the  practice  of  the  infirmary. 

"Seventh  Course—The  pupils  having  gone  through  every  branch  of  the  veterinary  art,  shall 
be  obliged  to  attend  the  infirmary  every  day,  when  the  professor  shall  employ  them  according 
to  their  respective  ability.  He  shall  confide  to  their  care  one,  two,  three,  or  more  animals, 
whose  symptoms  they  shall  be  obliged  accurately  to  note  down  in  a  journal,  or  report  the  same 
daily  to  the  professor. 

"Eighth  Course — Diagnosis,  prognosis,  and  general  pathology  shall  be  taught,  &c." 

The  above  wise  rules  relative  to  the  distribution  of  study,  which  the  Governors  of 
the  St.  Pancras  School  should  see  carried  out,  are  almost  all  disregarded,  and  the  con- 
sequence is  that  ignorance  in  the  veterinary  profession  prevails,  which  is  the  true  cause  of 
the  low  position  it  takes  in  science,  and  the  reason  why  it,  as  a  profession,  is  little  appre- 
ciated. But  the  antidote  is  in  our  hands.  In  the  first  place,  previous  to  the  entrance  of  a 
pupil,  let  him  undergo  a  preparatory  examination  in  classics,  French,  and  mathematics,  and, 
above  all  things,  let  him  be  able  to  write  sentences  from  dictation;  when,  if  he  be  able  to  pass 
such  examination,  then  let  him  devote  himself  during  three  years  to  a  course  of  education,  if 
not  identical  with,  at  any  rate  not  very  dissimilar  to  that  prescribed  by  the  founders  of  the 
St.  Pancras  School. 

It  is  clear  that  the  being  a  student  at  the  Veterinary  College  for  two  years,  during  twelve 
months  only  of  which  time  attendance  to  study  and  presence  at  lectures  is  necessary,  viz.,  six 
months  out  of  each  year — from  October  to  May  ;  the  lectures,  moreover,  during  the  second 
year  being  a  recapitulation  of  those  delivered  during  the  first,  is  by  no  means  a  guarantee  fqi 
a  man's  becoming  a  skilful  veterinarian. 

A  veterinarian  should  be  acquainted  to  a  certain  extent  with  classics  and  mathematics, 
and  the  conterminous  sciences — physiology,  anatomy,  zoology,  botany,  &c.  Can  all  these 
varied  branches  of  learning  be  dwelt  upon  to  any  extent,  in  order  to  make  a  lasting  impres- 
sion on  the  student's  mind  during  so  short  a  period  as  six  months,  when  indeed  the  attain- 
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ment  of  proficiency  in  any  one  of  these  sciences  is  acknowledged  to  be  worthy  the  devotion 
of  a  life's  labour.  No  course  of  study  tends  more  to  elevate  the  mind  than  that  of  medical 
researches. 

To  the  veterinarian  a  wide  sphere  of  observation  is  open,  and  numerous  subjects  for  reflection 
are  continually  presenting  themselves  to  his  notice.  Ought  not,  then,  the  sons  of  gentlemen,  of 
good  elementary  education,  to  enter  the  ranks  of  the  profession  ?  There  is  no  profession  that 
offers  better  openings  or  prospects  of  success  to  such  young  men,  and  we  sincerely  hope  to  see, 
in  a  short  period,  such  recruits  to  our  ranks.  We  do  not  wish  for  a  moment  to  inculcate 
notions  of  false  pride,  but  simply  wish  every  veterinarian  to  be  and  to  sustain  the  bearing  of 
an  educated  gentleman,  fully  agreeing  with  Bourgelat,  who  writes,  "  Genius  alone  ennobles  a 
man.  He  who  is  endowed  with  true  intelligence  has  a  right  to  the  homage  of  others  ;  and  in 
a  word,  there  is  no  man  vile  but  he  that  is  vain,  ignorant,  and  useless." 


Sheep  Poisoning  at  Burton. — The  ingredients  composing  Mr.  Elliot's  bath  are : — 20  oz. 
arsenious  acid,  20  oz.  soda  ash,  2  oz.  sulphur,  4  lbs.  soft  soap.  The  packages  containing  the 
arsenic,  soda  ash,  and  sulphur  mentioned  in  our  last  issue  were  handed  by  Mr.  Gamgee  to  Dr. 
S.  Macadam,  for  the  purpose  of  being  tested  as  to  their  commercial  purity  ;  being  found  pure, 
dips  as  prescribed  by  Mr.  Elliot  were  formed  from  the  mass,  with  which  experiments  were 
carried  on. 


Last  month  we  drew  the  attention  of  our  friends  to  the  late  sheep  poisoning  case  tried  at 
the  Newcastle  Spring  Assizes,  Februarv,  1859.  It  is  our  intention  on  the  present  occasion  to 
give  a  brief  sketch  of  the  scientific  evidence  for  and  against  the  defendant. 

For  the  plaintiff. — Professor  Dick,  Veterinary  College,  Clyde  Street,  Edinburgh,  in  the 
course  of  his  evidence,  stated  that  he  had  examined  the  carcase  of  a  sheep  supposed  by  Mr. 
Black  to  have  been  poisoned.  After  hearing  that  the  said  sheep  had  been  dipped  in  a  solution 
containing  arsenic,  he  came  to  the  conclusion  that  the  animal  died  from  the  effects  of  poison 
taken  into  the  system  by  absorption.  "He  was  able  to  form  this  judgment,  that  unless  arsenic 
had  been  poured  over  the  throats  it  must  have  been  absorbed  by  the  skin;  (he  felt  sure) 
they  (sheep)  would  not  eat  grass  seasoned  with  poison — they  were  delicate  animals  both  in 
taste  and  smell." 

Dr.  Murray  Thomson  deposed  as  to  the  contents  of  the  packages  sold  by  Mr.  Elliot  for  the 
purpose  of  forming  a  sheep  dip.  Having  regard  to  the  different  ingredients,  he  considered  it 
a  dangerous  mixture,  and  very  likely  to  be  absorbed  by  the  skin.  He  examined,  and  chemically 
analysed,  various  organs  taken  from  the  body  of  the  poisoned  sheep,  and  discovered  on  them 
district  traces  of  arsenious  acid.  Arsenic  was  a  very  capricious  poison ;  it  sometimes  might 
be  used  and  did  not  produce  poisonous  effects,  and  at  other  times  it  would  under  the  same 
circumstances. 

Professor  Wilson  deposed  that  mixtures  similar  to  those  prescribed  by  Mr.  Elliot  had  been 
used  by  farmers,  and  with  impunity.  His  further  remarks  bore  out  the  statements  made  by 
Dr.  M.  Thomson. 

For  the  defence. — Mr.  Gun,  traveller  to  Mr.  Elliot,  went  to  Burton  Farm  (Mr.  Black's), 
and  took  away  two  stomachs  of  a  sheep,  and  also  some  sods  cut  from  the  pasture  on  which 
the  sheep  died;  these,  viz.,  the  stomachs  and  sods,  were  delivered  by  Mr.  Blaylock,  butcher, 
Berwick,  to  Dr.  Maclagan  in  Edinburgh,  to  be  by  him  chemically  analysed.  This  done  both 
in  the  stomachs  and  sods,  distinct  traces  of  arsenic  were  discovered  ;  but  he  was  of  opinion 
that  the  arsenic,  the  poison  which  had  caused  so  much  fatality,  had  been  swallowed  by  the 
animals,  and  had  not  entered  the  system  by  absorption. 

The  following  evidence  for  the  defence,  owing  to  its  importance,  we  give  in  extenso: — 

Finlay  Dunn.— I  am  not  connected  with  practical  chemistry  at  present,  but  was  so  up  to  1856. 
I  am  the  author  of  a  work  entitled,  "  Veterinary  Medicines,"  &c.  I  have  made,  for  the  pur- 
pose of  this  inquiry,  certain  experiments  on  sheep  with  various  sheep  dipping  solutions.  I 
wrote  down  the  results.  On  Saturday,  19th  February,  I  made  a  mixture  exactly  like  Mr. 
Elliot's.  I  had  twenty-three  sheep  brought  up,  and  the  whole  I  dipped  in  this  solution.  The 
sheep  were  turned  into  a  yard,  into  which  hay,  loose  straw,  &c,  had  been  removed.  No  mis- 
chief arose  to  the  animals.  Besides  that  I  made  another  experiment,  taking  the  same  propor- 
tions of  soda  ash  and  sulphur,  but  half  the  quantity  of  water.  I  immersed  four  sheep  in  this 
solution,  and  again  without  injury.  I  made  a  third  experiment,  taking  1 0  ozs.  of  arsenic, 
10  ozs.  of  soda  ash,  1  oz.  of  sulphur,  and  2  lbs.  of  soft  soap.  I  dissolved  that  in  six  gallons 
of  water.  In  that  I  dipped  four  sheep.  I  also  got  one  of  the  sheep  that  had  been  previously 
dipped,  and  kept  it  in  65  seconds.    I  consider  Mr.  Elliot's  powder  perfectly  safe. 

John  Gamgee,  Member  of  the  Royal  College  of  Veterinary  Surgeons,  London,  and  Lecturer 
on  Veterinary  Medicine  in  the  New  Veterinary  College  in  Edinburgh,  deposed — I  have  made 
some  experiments  on  sheep.  On  the  10th  of  January,  this  year,  I  made  experiment  No.  1. 
I  used  1|  lbs.  arsenic,  1|  lbs.  soda,  and  2  ozs.  sulphur.  In  this  solution  I  immersed  two  sheep. 
They  were  in  no  way  injured  by  that  experiment.  They  are  well  now.  I  watched  them  up 
to  last  Wednesday.  Experiment  No.  2  was  made  on  the  15th.  I  used  one  of  the  packets 
that  I  received  from  Mr.  Elliot's  shopman.    I  used  from  thirty-seven  to  thirty-eight  gallons  of 
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water.  I  dipped  in  that  solution  four  sheep.  I  used  three  healthy  sheep.  The  fourth  was 
badly  affected  with  scab.  The  three  sound  sheep  were  immersed  five  minutes  each.  The 
other  was  in  half  an  hour.  No  harm  came  to  those  sheep;  on  the  contrary  the  unsound  one 
was  cured.  On  the  25th  of  January  I  made  a  third  experiment,  using  3  lbs.  of  arsenic,  3  lbs. 
of  soda  ash,  4  ozs.  of  sulphur,  and  4  lbs.  of  soft  soap.  About  thirty-seven  or  thirty-eight 
gallons  were  used  in  this  solution.  I  put  into  the  solution  six  black  faced  sheep.  Tbey  were 
not  altogether  sound.  One  was  affected  with  scab,  and  another  with  foot  rot,  in  which  the 
vascular  tissue  is  exposed.  The  healthy  ones  remained  in  five  minutes  each,  and  the  other 
two  half  an  hour.  No  injurious  results  followed  ;  on  the  contrary,  the  scabby  one  was  cured, 
the  other  one  considerably  improved.  In  experiment  No.  2.  I  used  \  lb.  of  arsenic,  ±  lb.  soda 
ash,  without  sulphur  or  soap.  Four  sheep  were  immersed  in  this — two  for  five  minutes,  and 
two  for  half  an  hour  each.  The  result  in  this  case  was  also  uninjurious.  Experiment  No.  5 
I  made  with  Dr.  Macadam,  on  the  21st  of  February,  using  1±  lbs.  of  arsenic,  8  ozs.  of  soda 
ash,  2  ozs.  of  sulphur,  and  4  lbs.  of  soft  soap.  I  am  the  author  of  the  "Veterinarian's  Vade 
Mecum,"  published  in  1858.  I  have  recommended  baths  for  sheep  as  strong  as  Mr.  Elliot's, 
as  safe  and  proper  baths.  I  made  an  experiment  to  ascertain  whether  sheep  would  eat  matter 
saturated  in  arsenic.  A  dipping  mixture  was  prepared  according  to  Mr.  Elliot's  prescrip- 
tion, in  which  I  aided  in  dipping  two  sheep — the  head  shepherd  holding  the  head,  and  I 
pressing  the  liquid  out  of  the  wool.  The  two  sheep  were  placed  in  covered  shed,  separated 
from  other  two  that  had  not  been  dipped.  One  oat  sheaf  and  four  quarts  of  oats  were  satu- 
rated in  that  solution.  The  oat  sheaf  was  placed  in  a  tent  containing  the  two  dipped  sheep. 
The  sheep  were  left  there  all  night.  I  have  seen  these  sheep  this  morning,  and  they  present 
symptoms  of  the  introduction  of  arsenic  into  the  system. 

Henry  Wilkinson,  veterinary  surgeon  in  Newcastle,  deposed — On  the  27th  instant  I  made 
some  experiments  for  the  purpose  of  ascertaining  whether  sheep  would  eat  food  impregnated 
with  Mr.  Elliot's  powder.  I  spread  the  solution  over  part  of  a  field.  I  chose  a  piece  of 
ground  24  yards  by  23  yards,  nearly  square,  and  a  piece  of  ground  23  yards  by  3  yards.  Over 
these  I  carefully  sprinkled  one  quart  of  the  solution.  There  were  four  sheep  left.  They  had 
their  option  of  other  pasture,  and  they  ate  discriminately  of  either.  Of  the  four  sheep,  two 
had  been  dipped,  and  two  had  not.  I  consider  that  they  are  suffering  from  the  effects  of 
having  taken  arsenic,  and  one  of  them  is  very  likely  to  die. 

All  the  evidence  of  those  who  appeared  at  the  trial  on  behalf  of  the  plaintiff  was  mere  sup- 
position, not  corroborated  by  facts.  Had  they  previously  made  experiments  on  the  subjects 
at  issue  they  would  most  probably  have  arrived  at  different  conclusions,  and  have  given  evi- 
dence the  very  opposite  to  that  which  has  produced  so  disastrous  a  result  to  the  defendant. 

Professqr  Dick  considered  that  sheep  would  not  eat  grass  saturated  with  an  arsenical  solu- 
tion, but  direct  experiment  has  shown  that  they  will  ;  thus  proving  Professor  Dick's  assump- 
tion to  be  an  idle  supposition, — idle  because  no  man  should  give  such  evidence  unless  it  is  the 
result  of  observation  and  experiment. 

The  evidence  for  the  defence  needs  little  comment ;  facts  speak  for  themselves,  whereas 
suppositions  are  bubbles  which  always  burst.  The  arsenic  being  detected  in  the  sods  proves 
that  the  arsenical  solution  found  its  way  over  the  pasture  somehow,  and  the  only  conclusion 
we  can  arrive  at  is  that  it  dropped  from  the  wool  of  the  dipped  sheep,  and  by  this  means  was 
distributed  over  the  grass,  from  which  it  was,  through  the  medium  of  the  mouth,  taken  into 
the  systems  of  the  sheep  that  died. 

Several  members  of  the  trade  and  friends  of  Mr.  Elliot,  deeply  sympathise  with  him, 
and  are  desirous  to  raise  a  subscription  in  order  to  assist  in  liquidating  the  debt,  2,500/., 
incurred  by  the  late  trial.  We  have  been  requested  to  act  as  treasurers,  and  in  compliance 
with  the  wishes  of  Mr.  Elliot's  friends,  beg  to  state  that  we  willingly  consent.  Subscriptions 
sent  to  us,  addressed  "  The  Editors  of  the  Chemist  and  Druggist,"  will  be  thankfully  received 
and  duly  acknowledged  in  our  columns,  and  we  trust  that  by  the  kind  sympathy  of  those 
feeling  an  interest  in  the  case,  a  fund  will  be  raised  sufficient  to  show  how  sensitive  the  public 
are  of  the  injustice  of  the  verdict  given  on  the  late  trial  "  Black  v.  Elliot." 

It  having  been  proposed  to  limit  the  subscriptions  to  such  an  amount  as  would  enable  every 
member  of  the  trade  to  subscribe,  and  show  his  sense  of  this  unjust  prosecution,  we  would 
suggest  that  it  be  fixed  at  from  2/6  to  5/,  which  may  be  forwarded  in  stamps  or  otherwise. 

We  have  no  persoanl  knowledge  of  Mr.  Elliot,  and  take  this  matter  up  entirely  in  the  interest 
of  our  constituents.  His  case  to-day  may  be  that  of  any  chemist  to-morrow.  This  conviction 
appears  to  us  to  establish  so  dangerous  a  precedent,  that  every  member  of  the  profession 
should  enter  his  protest. 

On  the  Fibroine  of  Spider's  Threads  (Sericine). — From  the  authors  experiments  it 
appears  that  the  substance  of  spider's  threads  behaves  like  that  of  silk;  both  dissolve  in  ammo- 
niacal  solutions  of  protoperoxide  of  nickel  and  peroxide  of  copper.  The  spider's  threads  dis- 
appear so  rapidly  in  these  fluids  that  they  are  not  observed  to  swell  up.  The  fibroine  of  the 
common  sponge  is  insoluble  in  the  above  fluids,  as  the  author  has  already  proved,  and  it 
therefore  appears  advisable  to  adopt  the  name  of  sericine  for  the  substance  of  silk  and  spider's 
threads. — Liepig's  Annalen. 
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ADMINISTERING  OF  POISONS  BILL. 

This  bill  in  no  way  affects  our  constituents.  Anything  in  the  shape  of  a  Poison  Bill 
naturally  at  once  alarms  them ;  therefore  we  are  not  surprised  at  the  numerous  enquiries  we 
have  received  respecting  the  measure  which  has  been  introduced  by  the  Government,  has  passed 
the  House  of  Commons,  and  is  now  in  the  hands  of  the  Upper  House.  In  order  to  disarm  all 
suspicion  we  give  its  essence: — 

"  Whereas  the  present  Law  has  been  found  insufficient  to  protect  persons  from  the  unlawful 
administering  of  poison,  except  in  cases  where  the  intent  is  to  commit  murder:  Be  it  enacted 
by  the  Queen's  most  excellent  Majesty,  by  and  with  the  advice  and  consent  of  the  Lords 
Spiritual  and  Temporal,  and  Commons,  in  this  present  Parliament  assembled,  and  by  the 
authority  of  the  same,  as  follows: 

"I.  That  whosoever  shall  unlawfully  and  maliciously  administer  to,  or  cause  to  be  admi- 
nistered to,  or  taken  by  any  other  person,  any  poison  or  other  destructive  thing,  so  as  thereby 
to  endanger  the  life  of  such  person,  or  so  as  thereby  to  inflict  upon  such  person  any  grievous 
bodily  harm,  shall  be  guilty  of  felony,  and,  being  convicted  thereof,  shall  be  liable  to  be  sen- 
tenced to  penal  servitude  for  any  period  not  exceeding  ten  years  and  not  less  than  three  years, 
or  to  imprisonment  for  any  term  not  more  than  three  years,  Avith  or  without  hard  labour,  at 
the  discretion  of  the  court. 

"II.  Whoever  shall  unlawfully  and  maliciously  administer  to,  or  cause  to  be  administered 
to,  or  taken  by  any  other  person,  any  poison  or  other  destructive  thing,  with  intent  to  injure, 
aggrieve,  or  annoy  such  person,  shall  be  guilty  of  a  misdemeanor,  and  being  convicted  thereof, 
shall  be  liable  to  be  sentenced  to  imprisonment  for  any  period  not  exceeding  three  years,  with 
or  without  hard  labour,  at  the  discretion  of  the  court,  and  the  costs  and  expenses  of  the  prose- 
cution of  any  such  misdemeanour  may  be  allowed  by  the  court  as  in  cases  of  felony. 

"III.  If,  upon  the  trial  of  any  person  charged  with  the  felony  above  mentioned,  the  jury 
shall  not  be  satisfied  that  such  pei'son  is  guilty  thereof,  but  shall  be  satisfied  that  he  is  guilty 
of  the  misdemeanour  above  mentioned,  then  and  in  every  such  case  the  jury  may  acquit  the 
accused  of  such  felony,  and  find  him  guilty  of  such  misdemeanour,  and  thereupon  the  delin- 
quent shall  be  liable  to  be  punished  in  the  same  manner  as  if  convicted  upon  an  indictment 
for  the  misdemeanor." 


Artificial  Production  of  Tartaric  Acid. — M.  Pelouze,  lately  returned  from  Munich, 
has  informed  the  French  Academy  that  he  assisted  in  the  laboratory  of  Baron  Liebig  in  a  most 
remarkable  experiment,  in  which,  by  the  action  of  nitric  acid  on  gums,  &c,  and  the  sugars 
analogous  to  sugar  of  milk,  &c,  that  illustrious  chemist  succeeded  in  converting  these  sub- 
stances into  tartaric  acid,  quite  identical  with  the  tartaric  acid  of  nature.  This  transformation 
cannot  be  doubted,  for  it  has  been  confirmed  by  a  multitude  of  chemical  and  optical  experi- 
ments. With  his  artificial  acid  Baron  Liebig  has  prepared  tartrates  of  soda  and  potash,  and 
even  tartar  emetic.  This  great  discovery  has  been  received  with  very  great  enthusiasm.  It 
has  been  long  sought  for  by  chemists,  who,  however,  have  generally  experimented  on  grape 
and  cane  sugar  instead  of  sugar  of  milk,  gums,  &c. —  Cosmos.  The  veteran  philosopher,  M. 
Biot,  while  congratulating  Baron  Liebig  upon  his  important  discovery,  expressed  an  earnest 
desire  that  he  would  add  to  its  value  by  examining  into  the  crystallographic  character  of  the 
artificial  acid,  and  its  action  on  light,  with  the  view  of  ascertaining  whether  it  conforms  with 
the  natural  acid,  which  possesses  such  peculiar  properties  in  these  respects. — Comptes  Rendus. 

New  Dye,  &c. — M.  Nickles  has  extracted  from  the  berries  of  the  privet  a  new  colouring 
principle,  named  by  him  "  liguline,"  which  may  serve  both  as  a  dye  and  as  a  chemical  test, 
since  it  becomes  green  by  the  action  of  alkalis  and  returns  to  red  by  that  of  acids.  The  acetate 
of  alumina,  and  the  basic  acetate  of  lead,  at  the  boiling  point,  transform  liguline  into  a  fine 
white  lac  (laque).  Ammonia  changes  it  into  a  yellow  substance.  Poured  into  water  contain- 
ing bicarbonate  of  lime  the  reddish  crimson  solution  of  liguline  becomes  blue,  and  furnishes 
thus  an  easy  method  of  recognising  the  presence  of  lime.  Paper  coloured  red  by  liguline  is 
sufficient  for  testing  purposes. —  Cosmos. 

Cleaning-  Glasses  amd  Capsules. — There  is  often  a  difficulty  in  cleaning  glasses  or 
porcelain  capsules  to  which  organic  matters  have  adhered,  and  in  course  of  time  become  so 
hard  and  dry  that  they  resist  all  solvents.  The  following  process  will  be  found  to  answer 
in  almost  every  case  : — The  spots  to  be  cleaned  are  moistened  with  concentrated  sulphuric  acid, 
and  powdered  bichromate  of  potash  is  sprinkled  upon  the  acid;  the  objects  are  then  left  stand- 
ing for  some  hours  (through  the  night)  in  a  moderately  warm  place.  All  organic  matters  are 
by  this  means  destroyed,  with  formation  of  sulphate  of  chromium,  which  may  be  removed  by 
water  with  the  residue  of  the  acid. — Dingler's  Polytechn.  Journal. 

Purification  of  Water  Contaminated  by  Lead. — Professor  Faraday,  writing  to  the 
"  Times"  on  the  danger  of  persons  in  light -houses  drinking  rain-water  contaminated  by  sea- 
water  which  has  dissolved,  and  holds  in  solution  the  lead  of  the  roofs,  states  that  if  some 
powdered  chalk  or  whiting  be  put  into  the  cistern  in  which  such  water  is  collected,  and  be 
stirred  immediately  after  rain,  the  water  may,  with  the  greatest  facility,  be  obtained  in  a  per- 
fectly fit  state  for  all  culinary  and  domestic  purposes.  The  lead  becomes  insoluble,  and  the 
water  may  be  filtered  or  left  to  settle.  %

Alpha. — Iti  the  preparation  of  the  acid  nitrate  of  mercury,  copied  below  from  Neligan's 
Materia  Medica,  how  is  it  that  it  is  considered  necessary  to  dissolve  the  mercury  in  the  acid 
first  diluted  with  the  water,  and  then  to  evaporate  down  to  the  proper  quantity  ?  If  I  dissolve 
the  mercury  in  the  pure  acid  cold,  and  then  add  distilled  water  sufficient  to  make  the  whole 
2£  ozs.,  would  not  the  preparation  be  equally  as  good  as  if  made  according  to  the  following 
receipt ; — "Acid  nitrate  of  mercury.  Preparation — Take  of  pure  mercury,  2  ozs.;  pure  nitric 
acid;  1£  fluid  oz.  distilled  water;  1£  oz.  in  the  acid  first  dilated  with  the  water,  dissolve  the 
mercury  with  the  application  of  heat,  and  evaporate  the  solution  to  the  bulk  of  2\  ozs." — 
Neligan,  p.  161.  [There  are  several  nitrates  of  mercury;  no  less  than  nine  described  in 
Gmelin's  Chemistry.  As  the  use  of  excess  of  acid,  or  excess  of  mercury,  the  employment  of 
an  ordinary  temperature,  or  heat,  and  the  use  of  strong  or  dduted  nitric  acid,  modify  the  salt 
formed,  we  think  it  would  be  better  to  adhere  to  the  instructions  given.] 

H.  Jones. — The  readiest  way  of  making  Chloric  iEther.  [The  article  known  under  the 
name  of  Chloric  -ZEther  is  merely  a  solution  of  chloroform  in  rectified  spirit.  It  may  be  made 
by  dissolving  1  part  of  chloroform  in  6  or  8  parts  of  spirit.] 

A  Subscribed  (Yarmouth)  is  informed  that  Chemists  and  Druggists  have  no  right  whatever 
to  visit  patients  professionally.    See  Medical  Act,  cap.  90,  sections  34 — 40. 

Pil. — You  are  certainly  liable  to  prosecution  under  the  Pharmacy  Act.  Cap.  56,  sec.  12, 
enacts,  that  "  no  person,  unless  duly  registered  as  a  Pharmaceutical  Chemist,  according  to  the 
provisions  of  the  Act,  can  assume  the  title  of  Pharmaceutical  Chemist,  or  Pharmaceutist ;  or 
use,  assume,  or  exhibit  any  name,  title,  or  sign  implying  that  he  is  a  member  of  the  said 
Society."  There  is  also  a  clause  in  the  bye-laws  specially  mentioning  labels.  "Falsely 
stating  on  their  bills,  labels,  circulars,  or  otherwise."    21st  section,  clause  3. 

Enquirer. — Benzole  is  a  hydro-carbon,  consisting  of  C12H6.  It  is  a  limpid,  colourless 
liquid,  when  pure,  of  a  strong  and  rather  agreeable  odour.  We  intend  shortly  describing 
it  more  fully  in  our  "  Science  of  Familiar  Things." 

D.  MacKitchie. — 1.  The  best  market  is  the  Aire  and  Calder  Bottle  Co.,  or  Kilncr 
Brothers.  2.  We  are  not  aware  of  any  general  process  for  preparing  syrups  of  fruit  essences 
for  taking  with  soda  water,  or  carbonate  of  soda,  but  should  think  simple  syrup,  flavoured 
with  any  of  the  essences  would  answer  the  purpose. 

Synovitis. — We  believe  Japan  wax  has  been  used  in  Price's  Patent  Candle  Works,  as  a 
substitute  for  wax,  and  in  the  manufacture  of  candles  and  night  lights.  We  have  no  intention 
at  present  to  give  an  article  on  the  subject. 

A  Subscriber.— A  case  of  prosecution  against  a  Chemist  and  Dentist,  under  the  new 
Medical  Act,  occurred  at  Kingston  a  short  time  since,  and  was  noticed  in  our  pages.  In  this 
case  the  words,  "  Dentist,  surgical  and  mechanical "  were  placed  on  the  window.  The  bench 
dismissed  the  summons,  being  of  opinion  that  the  defendant  did  not  use  the  words  with  the 
intention  of  representing  himself  as  a  surgeon.  Would  not  the  words,  "Dentist,  operative 
and  mechanical,"  imply  everything,  and  avoid  any  annoyance  ? 

Purson  and  Ward. — A  diluted  solution  is  recommended  by  Mr.  Alexander  Ure,  as  an 
injection  in  lithic  calculus.  We  do  not  know  anything  of  its  success  practically.  Dose,  from 
gr.  ii.  to  gr.  v.  twice  or  thrice  a  day.  As  an  injection,  in  the  proportion  of  1  grain  to  a  fluid 
oz.  of  warm  water. 

Wm.  MacNaught. — Wanted  a  good  receipt  for  Lemonated  Kali.  [The  following  is  from 
"  Gray's  Supplement,"  but  we  cannot  answer  for  its  being  a  good  one  :  lb  iv.  of  powdered 
white  sugar,  lb  ij.  of  each  of  bicarbonate  of  soda  and  tartaric  acid,  ^ij.  of  bitartrate  of  potash, 
3ij.  of  essence  of  lemon.  Dry  the  powders  separately,  mix  them  together,  then  add  the 
essence  of  lemon,  and  keep  the  mixture  in  bottles.] 

E.  Q.  R.  will  find  an  article  on  this  subject  in  our  October  number,  page  19.  Further  par- 
ticulars may  be  obtained  regarding  the  examinations  of  the  Pharmaceutical  Society  by  apply- 
ing to  the  Secretary,  Mr.  Bremridge,  17,  Bloomsbury  Square,  W.C.  We  need  scarcely  add 
that  "Knowledge  is  power,"  and  such  rapid  strides  are  now  being  made  in  education  that 
those  who  neglect  present  opportunities  will  find  themselves  left  in  the  background  when  too 
late.    Further  than  this,  however,  the  examinations  in  question  confer  no  advantages. 

William  Beckett. — Burnt  sugar,  or  caramel,  may  be  prepared  by  melting  sugar  in  a  dish 
over  a  gentle  fire,  and  continuing  the  heat  until  it  assumes  a  dark  brown  colour.  It  depends 
entirely  on  the  nature  of  the  matter  contaminating  the  spirit.  In  some  cases  redistillation 
would  effect  the  object. 

W.  P. — The  fixed  oils  generally  congeal  at  a  temperature  not  so  low  as  that  required  to 
freeze  water,  though  a  few  remain  liquid  (as  linseed  oil)  at  very  low  temperatures,  We  do 
not  know  whether  genuine  rape  oil  is  an  exception,  or  not. 
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Chemicus  — Beasley  gives  the  following  recipe  for  baking  powder  : — Tartaric  acid,  8  oz., 
bicarb,  soda,  9  oz.,  arrow-root  or  rice  flower,  10  oz. 

Mr.  Hopkins  will  find  a  formula  in  our  October  number,  page  22. 

A  Correspondent  has  forwarded  the  following  label  to  us,  which  he  is  in  the  habit  of 
attaching  to  every  packet  of  poison  sold,  and  which  he  thinks  may  probably  be  useful  to 
others  : — "Caution  ! ! !  As  the  sale  of  all  Poisonous  Substances  is  attended  with  great  risk,  it 
is  earnestly  requested  that  this  Preparation  may  be  kept  away  from  Children,  and  not  where 
Food,  &c,  is  deposited." 

Thos.  Miller. — The  method  of  detecting  alum  varies  according  to  the  nature  of  the  sub- 
stance suspected  to  contain  it.  It  may  be  detected  in  organic  liquids  by  evaporation  and 
incineration. 

Mr.  Robert  Hunt,  referring  to  one  of  the  queries  in  our  last,  points  out  that  we  are  in  error 
respecting  Dr.  Dauglish's  process,  the  same  being  fully  described  in  Lire's  Dictionary  by  the 
doctor  himself.  We  regret  that  in  our  hurry  we  overlooked  this  fact,  and  have  much  pleasure  in 
making  this  amende  honorable.  As  regards  Crucibles,  No.  5  was  not  out  at  the  time  of  our 
reference,  and  we  are  happy  to  hear  that  the  subject  will  have  justice  done  to  it. 

John  Ellis. — Magnes.  sulph.,  jvj,  sp.  sal.  volatile,  3vj,  tinct.  senna?,  3iij,  inf.  senna?,  Jxviij, 
ext.  glycyrrh.,  6  dr.,  ol.  caryoph,  gtt.  vj.  The  extract  of  licorice  and  magnes.  sulph.  to  be 
dissolved  by  heat,  in  the  infusion  of  senna,  and  the  other  ingredients  then  added. 

Can  you  inform  me  if  the  electro-galvanic  brushes  now  being  sold  by  Mr.  Child  are  not  made 
under  the  identical  patent,  viz.,  Griffith's  patent,  which  was  formerly  used  by  Mr.  Herring  ? 
If  you  can  speak  positively  on  the  subject,  be  kind  enough  to  give  your  authority  for  your 
reply,  and  much  oblige — A  Country  Chemist.  [Mr.  Child  informs  us  that  he  works  under 
his  own  patent,  dated  March  4th,  1859,  but  is  obliged  to  take  out  a  license  under  G's.  patent, 
for  which  he  pays  a  royalty,] 

L.  F.  C. — Liq.  ferri  acet.  may  be  made  by  drying  hydrated  peroxide  of  iron  over  a  water 
bath,  and  dissolving  in  acetic  acid  by  the  aid  of  heat.  The  hydrated  oxide  of  iron  may  be 
obtained  by  adding  an  excess  of  solution  of  ammonia  to  a  solution  of  a  persalt  of  iron. 

Wm.  McNaught.— Wanted  a  recipe  for  putting  on  plants  in  hot-houses  to  destroy  an  insect 
called  the  white  bug,  without  injuring  the  plant.  [We  believe  washing  with  soap  and  water  to 
be  the  only  Yemedy.    Gishurst  compound  is  said  to  be  effectual,  but  we  have  not  found  it  so.] 

J.  P. — 1.  Cold  cream  will  keep  its  colour  and  retain  its  perfume  if  the  rose  water  is  left 
out.  2.  Pomade,  to  retain  its  colour,  must  have  incorporated  with  it  chromes,  gamboige, 
turmeric,  &c  ,  or  such  other  ingredients  as  will  not  fade  when  exposed  to  light.

Charcoal  for  Cleansing  Bottles. — When  bottles  have  contained  resinous  matter  or 
empyreumatic  oil,  M.  Ed.  Harms  recommends  the  use  of  animal  charcoal  to  get  rid  of  it. 
The  following  is  his  method  of  operating  :  a  little  alcohol  is  put  in  the  bottle,  and  the  internal 
surface  wet  with  it,  then  animal  charcoal  and  water  added,  and  strongly  shaken.  The  action 
of  the  charcoal  in  this  case  depends  upon  the  property  which  it  possesses  of  seizing  upon  1 
alcohol  mixed  with  watery  liquids  in  such  a  way  that  the  resinous  matter  or  the  empyreumatic 
oils  remain  shut  up  in  the  pores  of  the  charcoal.  The  washing  water  thus  obtained  is  clear 
and  not  milky. — Arch,  de  Pharm.

Great  improvement  has  been  visible  of  late 
years  in  the  early  closing  of  shops,  but  much  still  remains 
to  be  done;  and  while  we  rejoice  at  the  progress  that  has 
been  effected,  let  us  not  relax  in  our  efforts  till  our  object 
be  attained.  A  firm  determination  and  unity  of  purpose 
on  the  part  of  those  with  whom  the  matter  rests,  would 
soon  overcome  every  obstacle,  and  procure  for  us  all  those 
opportunities  for  recreation  and  mental  acquirements,  de- 
nied which,  the  life  of  a  retail  chemist  is  little  better  than 
one  of  perpetual  drudgery.  Sunday  trading  cannot  be  too 
strongly  denounced.  What  plea  can  be  successfully  urged 
in  its  favour?  I  allude  not  to  the  dispensing  a  prescrip- 
tion, or  supplying  medicines  which  are  "  urgently  re- 
quired these  should  be  regarded  as  exceptional  cases. 
In  certain  localities,  however,  there  are  many  druggists 
who  cultivate  a  Sunday  trade,  the  returns  on  that  day 
frequently  doubling  those  on  any  other.  In  these  neigh- 
bourhoods the  disease  would  appear  to  be  infectious,  as 
here  a  butcher,  and  there  a  greengrocer,  may  be  seen  in 
full  working  costume,  using  the  knife  and  the  scales  as 
busily  as  ever.  Next  door — behold  the  druggist.  Two 
or  three  shutters  are  down.  Behind  the  counter  are  the 
assistants  (sometimes  in  their  shirt  sleeves  ! )  very  indus- 
triously accommodating  very  democratic  looking  cus- 
tomers with  innumerable  penn'orths  of  hair  oil  (let  it  be 
well  scented),  packets  of  violet  powder,  soaps,  and  other 
similar  articles  too  numerous  to  mention.  A  few  steps 
further  on  you  are  importuned  with  terrible  earnestness 
to  step  in,  and  have  "  your  likeness  for  sixpence  "  Now, 
while  on  behalf  of  some  few  trades  the  perishable  nature  of 
their  stock  may  be  urged,  with  some  show  of  reason,  as 
a  plea  for  turning  the  sacred  day  of  rest  into  one  of  slavery 
and  degradation,  the  druggist  has  not  even  this  excuse. 
What  is  it  but  his  own  grasping  avarice  which  causes  him 
to  forget  that  "  the  Sabbath  was  made  for  man,  and  not 
man  for  the  Sabbath?"  Does  he  not,  from  the  elevated 
nature  of  his  calling,  "  possess  a  larger  share  of  intelli- 
gence and  respectability "  than  those  engaged  in  other 
trades  ?  I  think  "  A  Country  Druggist  "  must  have  in- 
tended a  touch  of  irony  when  he  penned  that  sentence. 
At  all  events,  if  we  adopt  the  rule,  we  shall  find  that  it 
has  many  exceptions.  Let  us  hope,  Mr.  Editor,  that  your 
journal  may  greatly  help  to  bring  about  an  abolition  of  late 
hours  and  Suuday  trading.  A  long  pull,  and  a  strong  pull, 
and  a  pull  altogether,  and  surely  the  thing  may  be  done. 
I  have  no  doubt  that  many  members  of  our  trade  will 
soon  find  the  "  Chemist  and  Druggist"  to  be  a  sine  qua 
non,  affording,  as  it  does,  so  much  useful  information  on 
subjects  of  every  day  importance.  "  Save  me  from  my 
friends,"  though  a  well  worn,  is  still  a  useful  maxim  :  it 
has  probably  been  brought  to  your  recollection,  Sir,  when 
several  of  your  correspondents  have  urged  you  to  rush 
headlong  into  a  publishing  whirlpool,  and  to  appear  weekly. 
Would  it  not  be  better  to  imitate  the  conduct  of  the  pru- 
dent physician,  who,  in  prescribing  a  potent  remedy,  d  jes 


not  begin  with  large  and  dangerous  doses.  Surely  after 
the  profession  has  existed  for  so  many  centuries  without 
a  periodical,  a  monthly  journal  would  suffice  for  a  year 
or  two,  when,  if  the  patient  took  to  it  kindly  and 
exhibited  signs  of  improvement,  it  might  with  advantage 
be  administered  fortnightly,  for  a  like  period ;  then,  if  no 
symptoms  of  nausea,  mania,  or  asphyxia  supervened, 
perhaps  a  weekly  dose  might  be  ventured  upon.  I 
hope,  Sir,  you  will  carry  into  effect  the  suggestions  of 
a  correspondent  in  your  last  number,  by  reminding  us,  as 
the  seasons  come  round,  of  the  time  to  lay  in  stock  of 
herbs,  roots,  &c.  and  affording  other  such  like  practical  in- 
formation. It  would  be  well  to  have  articles  explaining  the 
properties,  doses,  mode  of  manufact  ure,  &c.  of  the  various 
new  preparations  constantly  springing  up,  relating  to 
which  the  chemist  requires  some  authentic  information. 
Also,  short  accounts  of  the  various  fashionable  diseases 
which,  in  turn,  occupy  the  public  attention,  since,  although 
not  required  to  undertake  their  treatment,  the  chemist 
should  be  acquainted  with  their  leading  characteristics 
and  the  various  peculiarities  by  which  they  are  distin- 
guished. Hoping  the  length  of  this  letter  will  not  doom 
it  to  the  editorial  waste  basket,— I  am,  Sir,  yours,  &c,

ft  is  with  gratification  and  delight  I  address  you  with 
thi  nks  for  your  valuable  periodical,  the  "  Chemist  and 
Druggist."  I  think,  and  feel  sure,  that  the  manner  in 
which  you  proposed  your  intentions,  acted  up  to  such 
proposals,  and  carried  them  into  effect,  even  beyond  your 
representations,  must  have  been  alike  gratifying  to  every 
member  of  that  numerous  body  your  journal  so  ably  re- 
presents. I  must  not  intrude  too  much  on  your  pages 
devoted  to  correspondence,  yet  I  feel  bound ,  as  one  of 
that  body,  to  wish  you  every  success,  and  also  trust  that 
you  will  be  able  (by  uniting  the  great  body  of  chemists 
through  your  medium)  to  remedy  some  or  all  of  those 
evils  or  grievances  under  which  we  now  labour.  For  one, 
I  will  mention  unnecessary  Sunday  trading ;  for  another, 
closing  at  late  and  inconsistent  hours ;  and  another  point 
which  I  think  needs  attention  is,  that  more  time  should 
be  given  to  assistants  either  for  mental  improvement  or 
healthy  recreation,  both  of  which  are  needed.  Before 
concluding,  allow  me  to  say  I  feel  sorry,  as  a  Member  of 
the  Pharmaceutical  Society,  that  unpleasant  remarks  have 
appeared  in  your  journal  with  regard  to  that  Society.  The 
Society,  I  must  contend,  has  been  a  great  friend  and  pro- 
tection to  chemists  at  large ;  of  course,  what  is  to  the 
advantage  of  the  members  of  that  Society  is  also  to  the 
chemists  in  general ;  and  I  think  that  the  Society  has 
always  considered,  in  any  important  change  or  crisis,  the 
position  of  every  chemist.  Perhaps  the  Pharmaceutical 
Society  is  of  more  utility  to  town  than  country  members, 
but  then  it  is  because  so  few  of  the  country  members 
attend  at  the  rooms,  or  feel  sufficient  interest  in  it  to  sa- 
crifice any  time,  or  otherwise  contribute  to  its  welfare.

I  read  your  commencing  number  with  an  interest  and 
a  pleasure  which  the  succeeding  ones  have  only  tended 
to  increase.  If  you  had  had  any  doubt  as  to  the  necessity 
or  desirability  of  such  a  publication,  I  am  sure  the  many 
letters  you  have  received  from  correspondents  must  have 
dispelled  it.  I  think  that  competition  is  as  fair  and  desi- 
rable, even  in  a  publication  professing  to  represent  the 
interests  of  a  trade,  as  in  the  trade  itself ;  and  in  opening 
your  pages  to  the  free  discussion  of  subjects  which  affect 
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the  prosperity  of  the  chemists  and  druggists  as  a  body, 
and  in  thus  affording  an  opportunity  to  the  many  who 
have  long  been  silent  (though  not  from  choice)  to  offer 
opinions  and  suggestions,  you  have  supplied  a  want  long 
felt,  and  which  in  fact  has  been  felt  so  long  that  it  had 
apparently  induced  a  feeling  of  apathy  on  the  part  of  those 
really  interested.  Hitherto  our  advancement,  whether  in 
a  business  or  intellectual  point  of  view,  has  been  repre- 
sented only  by  a  publication  emanating  from,  and  repre- 
senting the  tastes  of  a  favoured  few.  I  allude,  with  all 
due  deference,  to  the  "  Pharmaceutical  Journal."  I  say 
favoured  intentionally,  for  I  contend  (and  who  will  deny  ?) 
that  he  who  purposes  to  be  a  chemist  must  learn  his 
business,  not  theoreticall}',  as  it  should  be,  but  practically, 
as  it  is.  Let  us  suppose  the  future  apprentice  to  leave 
school  at  14  or  15,  at  16  or  17,  if  his  parents  are  rich 
enough  to  continue  his  education  until  that  age.  Here 
note  at  the  outset  a  difference  of  advantages.  He  leaves 
probably  with  a  tolerable  acquaintance  with  Latin,  and 
a  limited  or  no  knowledge  of  Greek.  He  commences  his 
duties  with  dusting,  weighing  senna,  &c ;  and  he  must 
consider  himself  fortunate  if  he  have  a  master  who  has 
the  ability,  will,  and  opportunity  to  give  him  lessons  in 
chemistry,  &c.  As  a  rule,  he  must  grope  for  himself 
through  a  lot  of  worm-eaten  books  on  the  shelves,  con- 
taining words  the  sight  of  which  puzzles  him,  and  which 
he  may  search  any  and  every  dictionary,  Latin  or  English, 
in  vain  to  find.  He  has  probably  to  learn  his  business  in 
some  country  town,  where  horse  and  cattle  medicines 
predominate,  or  it  may  be  a  fancy  and  sundry  trade  in 
some  genteel  watering  place,  and  at  the  expiration  of  his 
apprenticeship  he  is  expected  to  turn  out  fully  competent 
to  pass  the  examination  of  the  Pharmaceutical  Society, 
whatever  may  have  been  his  opportunities,  or  the  peculiar 
circumstances  under  which  he  has  learnt  his  business. 
If  apprentices  are  expected  to  turn  out  from  their  term 
of  apprenticeship  like  so  many  camphor  balls  out  of  a 
mould,  it  is  but  reasonable  to  suppose  that  they  should 
all  have  had  similar  opportunities  and  privileges.  Not  a 
long  time  since  I  saw  a  suggestion  in  the  "  Pharmaceutical 
Journal,"  from  a  correspondent,  that  all  apprentices 
should  go  through  a  course  of  Pharmaceutical  study  at  an 
institution  or  college,  adapting  them  for  their  future  busi- 
ness in  lieu  of  the  long  and  mechanical  apprenticeship, 
and  yet  this  idea  was  ridiculed.  Not  to  my  mind,  cer- 
tainly, more  ridiculous  than  expecting  young  men  to 
emerge  from  their  apprenticeship  with  an  exactly  similar 
kind  and  equal  amount  of  information.  At  that  time  he 
is  supposed  to  be  familiar  with  the  articles  of  the  Materia 
Medica,  their  uses,  doses,  &c,  and  the  preparations  of  the 
Pharmacopoeia ;  he  is  expected  to  know  the  tests  and  an- 
tidotes for  poisons,  and  last,  though  not  least,  to  be  master 
of  that  stumbling-block  of  students,  Botany.  This  science 
the  Pharmaceutical  Society  makes  a  sine  qua  non,  and  he 
who  is  fortunate  enough  to  have  had  the  taste.perseverance, 
and  opportunity  for  its  study,  may  look  down  on  his  less 
favoured  brethren,  and  charitably  term  it  the  "  pors 
asinorum."  While  not  depreciating  the  qualifications 
required  by  the  Pharmaceutical  Society,  I  consider  that 
it  has  not  assisted  the  student  in  those  things  which  are 
required  of  him  to  the  extent  it  should  have  done,  and 
that  the  assistant  is  continually  pointed  to  the  summit  of 
Pharmaceutical  excellence,  but  most  unfortunately  for 
him  is  not  directed  to  the  gradual  means  of  ascent.  When 
we  have  a  little  less  of  "  fatty  matters,"  and  something 
tangible  relating  to  extracts,  &c,  and  chemical  prepara- 
tions, then,  in  my  opinion,  will  the  efforts  of  the  Phar- 
maceutical Society  be  more  appreciated,  and  a  large  class 
who  have  hitherto  considered  themselves  ignored  will 
come  forward  with  emulating  support.  The  hours  of 
business,  &c,  I  think,  will  be  quite  sufficient  matter  for 
a  future  letter,  and  apologising  for  the  length  of  this,—

the  chemists  generally,  to  a  suggestion  which,  if  carried 
out,  might  prove  a  great  boon  to  the  trade,  viz.,  the  form- 
ation of  a  "  Chemists'  National  Provident  Association." 
Almost  every  other  profession  and  trade  have  such  an 
institution  belonging  to  them,  why  not  the  chemists  and 
druggists  ?  I  have  before  me  a  copy  of  the  rules  and  regu- 
lations of  that  belonging  to  the  warehousemen  and  clerks, 
and  certainly  the  advantages  it  holds  out  are  very  great ; 
for  instance,  the  providing  the  members  with  a  certain 
weekly  sum  when  out  of  employment,  on  account  of  sick- 
ness and  the  vicissitudes  of  trade ;  medical  attendance  and 


medicine ;  annuities  to  aged  members,  &c,  &c.  It  is 
well  known  that  chemists'  assistants  are  not  overpaid,  and 
when  out  of  a  situation  it  is  not  always  an  easy  matter  to 
procure  another  ;  to  many  of  them  such  advantages  as  the 
above  would  be  a  great  comfort.  I  simply  throw  out  this 
suggestion  to  my  brethren  in  the  trade,  without  further 
comment ;  should  any  feel  inclined  to  combine  and  start 
such  an  institution,  I  shall  be  happy  to  lend  a  helping 
hand.— I  remain,  &c.

THE  SUPPLY  OF  DRUGS  TO  GOVERNMENT. 

I  most  respectfully  submit  to  your  very  impartial  con- 
sideration a  few  brief  observations  on  this  important 
head.  I  do  so,  I  can  assure  you,  out  of  no  envious  or 
malignant  motive,  but  simply  wish  to  discharge  what  I 
firmly  believe  to  be  a  duty  I  owe  to  myself  and  my  fellow 
brethren  in  the  trade. 

How  is  it,  I  would  ask,  that  Messrs.  Savory  and 
Moore  and  the  Apothecaries'  Hall  are  the  only  mar- 
kets government  find  for  the  supply  of  medical  stores  to 
the  army  and  navy  ?  I  have  it  on  undoubted  autho- 
rity that  no  tenders  have  been  issued  for  the  supply  of 
drugs  for  the  last  six  months;  and  I  have  it  on  equally 
reliable  testimony  that  medicine  and  medical  appliances 
in  large  quantities  have  been  dispatched  from  Messrs 
Savory  and  Moore  almost  weekly  during  this  period.  I 
think,  Sir,  that  you  will  agree  with  me  that  this  is  the 
height  of  injustice  to  the  trade,  and  that  it  is  high  time 
that  such  red-tape  patronage  was  done  away  with.  Why 
are  not  the  whole  body  of  metropolitan  chemists  and 
druggists  invited  to  send  in  tenders  ?  Surely  the  Apothe- 
caries' Hall  and  Savory  and  Moore's  are  not  the  only  places 
where  pure  drugs  can  be  obtained. 

The  other  evening,  Lord  C.  Hamilton,  in  the  House  o 
Commons,  asked  the  Secretary  to  the  Admiralty  whether 
he  could  give  an  assurance  to  the  House  that  the  drugs  sup- 
plied to  the  navy  were  not  of  an  adulterated  and  delete- 
rious description.  Lord  C.  Paget  said  the  drugs  were  sup- 
plied from  Apothecaries'  Hall,  and  were  necessarily  o 
the  best  quality.  In  my  opinion  this  answer  was  any- 
thing but  satisfactory,  and  unless  Lord  Clarence  could  have 
assured  the  House  that  the  drugs  had  been  carefully 
examined,  lie  should  have  postponed  his  reply,  for, 
without  wishing  to  impute  injustice  to  any  one  indi- 
vidually, I  may  say  that  recent  experience  has  taught  us 
the  lamentable  fact  that  the  mere  standing  and  assumed 
respectability  of  a  house  or  firm  are  not  a  sufficient 
guarantee  for  the  integrity  of  its  commercial  dealings,  and 
that  however  high  the  reputation  of  a  house  or  firm  may 
be,  the  articles  supplied  by  it  are  not  necessarily  of  the  best 
quality.  The  only  way  to  ensure  the  supply  of  pure  drugs 
to  the  Navy,  as  well  as  to  the  public  would  be  the  insti- 
tution of  proper  examinations  and  tests.  I  hope,  Sir,  the 
trade  will  receive  your  powerful  assistance  to  further  the 
plan  I  have  sketched  out,  and  to  remove  the  monopoly  I 
have  described,  for  it  is  not  to  be  tolerated  that  such  abuses 
should  exist  in  the  present  day.— I  am,  &c,  Chenomycon. 

Mr.  T.  B.  Rixon  wishes  us  to  suggest  to  Maw  and  Morgan 
Brothers  that  they  should  procure  some  boxes  for  Gazogene 
charges,  and  sell  them  ready  labelled.  He  adds,  "  Few 
have  sufficient  sale  to  have  them  made  to  order,  but  all 
would  prefer  putting  up  their  own  to  vending  the  indiffer- 
ent ones  from  the  makers." 


It  has  all  along  appeared  to  me  that  you  are  but  poorly 
remunerated,  and  that  were  a  bi-monthly  issue  properly 
mooted  to  the  trade,  and  the  charge  increased  to  7/6  per 
annum,  it  would  reward  you  for  your  trouble  and  ex- 
pense, and  prove  most  beneficial  to  all  the  subscribers. 
Were  this  done  you  could  find  space  in  your  columns  for 
a  great  variety  of  miscellaneous  articles  more  or  less  sold 
by  all  druggists,  who  are  not  unfrequently  requested  to 
give  information  as  to  their  composition  or  mode  of  using. 
Several  of  your  correspondents  have  hinted  at  improve- 
ments, and  brought  before  our  notice  evils  more  or  less 
patent  to  all.  To  me  nothing  has  given  more  satisfaction 
than  the  letters  on  Sabbatli  desecration.  It  is  a  libel  to  every 
chemist  anil  druggist  in  the  land  to  allow  themselves  to  be 
so  degraded  as  to  carry  on  this  nefarious  traffic,  which  is 
most  pernicious  to  the  rising  generation  of  Our  trade,  and 
sure  to  corrupt  their  morals  and  thoroughly  initiate  them 
into  this  soul-destroying  practice,  which,  unless  soon  put 
a  stop  to,  will  ere  long  make  our  trade  anything  but 
enviable.— Ycurs,  &c.

The  specifications  of  Patents  since  our  last  not  admitting  of  illustration,  we  have  prepared 
cuts  and  descriptions  of  two  new  inventions  which  are  about  being  introduced. 
No.  1867.  D.  Campbell,  Quality  Court,  Chancery  Lane,  London,  "Preparation  of  Oils  for 
medicinal  and  other  purposes."    Dated  13th  August,  1859. 

This  invention  consists  in  treating  cod  liver,  cocoa-nut,  olive,  or  other  fatty  oils,  as  also  tur- 
pentine, or  other  terebinthine  oils,  oil  of  lemons,  and  other  similar  essential  oils,  by  more  or 
less  impregnating  them  with  ozone,  which  may  be  done  in  several  ways,  such  as  by  submitting 
them  to  the  action  of  the  sun's  rays  when  in  contact  with  oxygen  gas,  atmospheric  air,  ozonised 
air,  or  other  gas  or  gases  containing  oxygen,  or  by  impregnating  the  said  oils  with  either  of 
these  gases,  and  passing  through  them  a  current  of  electricity  derived  from  any  suitable  elec- 
trical source.  By  the  proper  adoption  of  either  of  the  processes  here  described,  or  equivalent 
ones,  a  small  quantity  (more  or  less  depending  upon  the  nature  of  the  oils  submitted  to  these 
or  similar  processes)  of  an  acid  gradually  falling  to  the  bottom  of  the  vessels  containing  such 
oils  indicates  that  they  become  ozonised  and  ready  for  use.

SYMONS'S  PATENT  COMBINED  MAXIMUM    AND  MINIMUM  MERCURIAL 

THERMOMETER. 


A  Mercurial  Minimum  Thermometer  has  always  been  considered  a  great  desideratum,  and 
many  attempts  have  been  made  to  construct  such  an  instrument.  The  defect  in  spirit  thermo- 
meters arises  from  the  unequal  expansion  of  the  spirit  at  different  rates  of  temperature,  and  to 
make  a  perfectly  correct  instrument  would  require  more  skill  and  trouble  than  can  be  afforded 
at  the  usual  prices  for  ordinary  instruments.  The  expansion  of  mercury  is  much  more  uniform, 
and  hence  the  desire  to  apply  it  to  thermometers  intended  to  register  the  cold  as  well  as  those 
intended  to  register  the  heat. 

Symon's  Patent  Thermometer,  although  not  strictly  speaking  a  simple  mercurial  minimum, 
supplies  the  deficiency,  at  least  practically  ;  while  the  same  instrument  also  registers  the 
maximum  heat  as  well.  The  bulb  is  filled  with  mercury,  which  also  extends  into  the  lower 
tube  to  a  sufficient  distance  to  register  the  maximum  heat,  a  suitable  index  being  placed  on 
the  mercury  for  the  purpose  ;  on  the  mercury  is  placed  spirit,  which  extends  into  the  upper 
tube  to  a  sufficient  extent  to  register  the  minimum  heat,  an  index  being  placed  in  the  spirit  for 
the  purpose  ;  the  small  upper  bulb  contains  only  air.  The  working  of  the  indices  is  somewhat 
similar  to  Rutherford's  thermometers  of  the  best  description,  with  graphite  indices  ;  no  magnet 
is  required,  the  indices  being  adjusted  by  simply  holding  the  instrument  nearly  perpendicular 
for  a  second  or  two,  the  bulbs  being  downwards.  This  thermometer  is  also  decidedly  superior 
to  Six's,  not  being  nearly  so  liable  to  derangement  from  carriage  and  other  causes,  while  its 
indications  are  not  liable  to  the  same  sources  of  error.

These  volumes  arc  calculated  to  afford,  in  a  moderate  compass,  ami  in  a  style  adapted  to 
the  heginner,  an  acquaintance  with  all  the  most  important  facts  known  and  them  -  entertained ; 
so  as  to  serve  for  an  introduction  to  elaborate  treaties.  The  preface  states  that  it  is  designed 
for  the  use  of  students  attending  lectures  on  chemistry,  and  is  more  particularly  adapted  as  a 
text  book  for  the  author's  lectures. 

Inorganic  Chemistry.  — This  is  a  systematic  treatise  on  chemistry  proper  j  that  is,  the 
chemistry  of  ponderable  substances;  the  collateral  subjects  of  heat,  light,  and  electricity  heing 
only  slightly  noticed  in  order  to  devote  a  large  portion  of  the  work  to  organic  chemistry. 

In  the  present  edition  a  brief  account  has  been  introduced  of  the  effects  produced  on  matter 
by  heat,  including  the  phenomena  connected  with  liquefaction  and  vaporisation.  In  treating 
of  the  analysis  of  water,  the  author  has  taken  the  opportunity  of  explaining  the  nature  of  the 
galvanic  current,  and  of  the  decomposition  of  compound  bodies  by  electricity.  Under  the 
head  of  Air,  a  short  account  is  given  of  the  physical  properties  of  gases  and  vapours. 
Although  these  subjects  belong  to  physics,  yet,  as  they  have  so  important  and  direct  a  bearing 
on  chemistry,  it  has  been  thought  desirable  to  provide  the  student  with  some  elementary 
notions  of  them  leaving  him  to  study  them  more  fully  in  works  on  natural  philosophy. 

After  introductory  observations  on  the  general  principles  of  chemistiy,  such  as  chemical 
combination  and  decomposition,  chemical  equivalents,  the  atomic  theory,  &c,  an  account  is 
given  of  the  properties  and  mode  of  preparing  individual  substances  in  the  order  generally 
followed  in  systematic  treatises. 

Organic  Chemistry  opens  with  a  dissertation  on  the  theory  of  compounds,  radicals,  the 
theory  of  organic  types,  and  doctrine  of  substitution,  and  on  the  metamorphosis  of  organic 
compounds  by  various  agents  ;  alter  w  hich  follows  an  account  of  the  properties  and  modes  of 
preparing  particular  organic  compounds. 

In  tiiis  edition  the  section  on  the  nutrition  of  plants  and  animals  has  b  en  entirely  re-written 
and  very  much  enlarged.
